Sensational testimony was Introduced 
In the trial of Caleb Powers yesterday. 
One after another were presented wit¬ 
nesses who laid bare to the jury in a 
more concise and connected form than 
In any of the previous trials the details 
of the conspiracy alleged. W H Cul “ 
ton told of early plotting and of plans 
to start a general shooting In the Sen¬ 
ate chamber, in which Goebel and other 
Democrats were to be killed, but thl3 
was called off by Charles Finley on the 
day decided upon. Finley said: *Cu!- 
ton. don't start the trouble to-day. Gen. 
Duke says other arrangements have 
been made to settle the matter " Former 
Chief Justice Hazelrigg testified that 
Leander Guffy. son of Justice Guffy. 
warned him at 10 o'clock on the day 
Goebel was shoe that "the boys had de¬ 
cided the night before to kill him" (H*z- 
elrigg). Sherman Stivers, who was a 
Republican assistant postmaster at 
Paris, testified that Postmaster John I* 
Bosley had toW him on his return ft^m 
Frankfort four days before the assassi¬ 
nation that “we have arranged to mid 
th»* Kentucky Senate ro-mormw." and 
that Goebel, among others, would be 
killed and that five trusted men hud 
been secured to do the work. The next 
day Boaley told him the plan was aban¬ 
doned because the presence of deputy 
sheriffs made It impossible to get the 
men in the chamber, and that "we have 
arranged another plan." Sherman Stiv¬ 
ers was corroborated by his brother 
Rufus, also an employe of the Paris 
post-office and a friend of Bosley. The 
testimony adduced yesterday Implicated 
All the men under Indictment and oth¬ 
ers. The Commonwealth will rest Its 
case to-day. The defense moved to 
abandon the night sessions on account 
of Powers' health, but t*fe affidavit was 
neither sworn to nor signed by the at¬ 
torneys. and Judge Cantrill overruled It. 

Eight witnesses were examined dur¬ 
ing the Schley Court of Inquiry yes¬ 
terday. The l*st witness. LleuL B. W. 
Wells, who was flag lieutenant or pri¬ 
vate secretary to Rear Admiral Schley 
during the w r ar with Spain, stated that 
the Flying Squadron left Clenfuegos 
about three hours after Schley had re¬ 
ceived word that the Spaniards were 
not In the harbor. He also stated that 
the first direct knowledge Schley had 
of the presence of Cervera at Santiago 
when he saw the Colon on May' 29. 
Lieut. Wells gave a history of Schley’s 
part In the Cuban campaign and ha«l 
reached the battle of July 3 when the 
court adjourned for the day until Mon¬ 
day at the request of Mr. Raytier. The 
other witnesses gave evidence favor¬ 
able to Rear Admiral Schley. 


The Masonic Home directors last 
night decided to ask the opinion of their 
attorney before considering further the 
request of the Grand Lodge of Masons 
of Kentucky for the return of $93,000 
held In trust by the Home for the State 
body.

Washington. 

A steel company with a capital of 
$3,000,000 will soon be incorporated In 
West Virginia to compete with the 
United States Steel Corporation. An 
^tensive plant will be built on the 
banks of the Ohio river, near Pittsburg. 

The convention of the Equal Rights* 
Association, which has been in session 
In Covington, adjourned yesterday. The 
association adopted a resolution urging 
that co-education be established at 
Central University In Danville. 

Gov. Beckham has Issued an order to 
the troops of the Third regiment now 
on duty In Hopkins county, to prepare 
u return to their homes Sunday. No 
further disorder has been reported in 
the mining regions.

Culton Says Plan To Kill In the Senate Chamber 
Was Called Off By Charles Finley and 
“Other Arrangements Made.” 


BOSLEY, OF PARIS, BROUGHT INTO THE CASE 


Georgetown. Ky.. Oct. 18.—[Special.] ( 
—To-morrow the Commonwealth will 
close Its case against Caleb Powers 
for the murder of William Goebel. This 
afternoon and to-night there was a 
flood of startling testimony introduced 
by the State, implicating all the men 
under indictment for the crime and 
placing others, hitherto unknown In 
connection with the plot, in an embar¬ 
rassing position, to say the least. The 
witnesses who swore to testimony not 
heretofore adduced in any of the Goe¬ 
bel cases were former Chief Justice 
James H. Hazelrigg. former Chief Dep¬ 
uty State Auditor William H. Culton. 
former Assistant Postmaster Sherman 
Stivers, of Paris, and his brother, Rufus 
Stivers, formerly a clerk in the poi»t- 
ofllce at Paris. The Messrs. Stivers are 
prominent Republicans of Bourbon 
county. The testimony of these wit¬ 
nesses, with that of Postmaster 
Holmes, of Frankfort; Frank Purcell, 
receiving clerk for the Adams Express 
Company, in Cincinnati, and Arthur P. 
Branch, clerk for the same company at 
Frankfort, anrl Wade H. Watts, ipade a 
connected story of the conspiracy to 
murder Goebel. 

• • • 

Guffy Warned Hazelrigg. 

Judge Hazelrigg testified that shortly 
before Goebel was shot on Tuesday 
morning. January 30, Leander Guffy, 
son of Appellate Judge B. L. D. Guffy, 
warned him not to go to the Court of 
Appeals, that "the boys had de -lded the 
night before to kill the Chief .fustics." 

Previously William H. Culton f;wore 
that at a meeting between Taylor, Pow¬ 
ers. Finlay and himself. Taylor said 
that If the Democrats did *top, 
Hazelrigg and Hobson should b® killed, 
and that would settle the contest. 

Culton also testified that it was de¬ 
termined at a meeting held at Lexing¬ 
ton on Sunday. January 28. that the 
Republicans would seat Henry Perry, 
of Fayette county, by force on the fol¬ 
lowing day, Monday, and when the 
Democrats started to seat Van Meter, 
the Republicans would begin to shoot. 
Culton stationed his men on the floor of 
the House, ready to murder a«1 kill the 
Democratic Representatives, when 
Charles Finley came up and said: "Cul- 
ton. don't start that trouble to-day. 
Gen. Duke says other arrangements 
have been made to settle this contest."

More Knew of the Plot. 

At 9.05 o’clock to-night Sherman Stiv¬ 
ers. formerly assistant postmaster of 
Paris, anil a stanch Republican, was 
called to the witness stand. He said 
John L. Bosley, the postmaster of 
Paris, spent nineteen days at Frank¬ 
fort in January. 

"Did you have any conversation with 
Mr. Bosley in January prior to the 
30th?" asked Mr. Franklin. 

"Yes. sir.”

to his defense. In support of the mo¬ 
tion he filed the defendant's affidavit. 
Judge Cantrill announced that he 
would reserve his decision on the mo¬ 
tion. 

Wharton Golden w'as then placed 
back on the witness stand and Mr. 
Sims continued the cross-examination 
of the witness. For the first time Gol¬ 
den was asked what he said when he 
heard that Goebel had been shot. 

"As well as I remember," said Gol¬ 
den, "I said that It was a d—d good 
thing."

Denied Contract For Confession. 

In answer to question. Golden denied 
emphatically that he had told the Rev. 
John Stamper, his brother-in-law, that 
he had a written contract with T. C\ 
Campbell whereby he would get $5,000 
for his confession, and $2,500 for every 
man convicted of Goebel’s murder. He 
said he never told Stamper that he 
and W. H. Culton could get together 
and "oonvict every d—d one of 'em." 

"Did you not tell J. C. Owens, in the 
depot ui Winchester, that Caleb Pow¬ 
ers was as innocent as a dead man or 
one unborn?" asked Mr. Sims. 

"I did not." replied Golden, "for I 
knew Caleb Powers was guilty." 

The witness was then asked If he did 
not show Jim Harklerode, at Barbour- 
ville, a big roll of paper money and ask 
him if he did not know that there was 
$loO,OOU reward for the couvictlon of 
Goebel's murderers. 

"I did not." answered the witness, 
"because if I had any money, thut fel¬ 
low Harklerode would be the last man 
I would show it to."

HE WILL DO IT AGAIN, 

And Roosevelt Regards All Criticism 
As Impertinence. 

Chicago, Oct. IS.—[Special.]—A Wash¬ 
ington correspondent of the Inter 
Ocean telegraphs his paper to-night as 
fol low's: 

"President Roosevelt Is only amused 
at tbe criticisms in Southern papers 
because he chose to Invite B*>oker T. 
Washington to dine at his private table 
In the White House. The Southern 
papers (hut arc denouncing this act as 
an outrage simply show the narrow¬ 
ness of their own editors in trying to 
regulate the life of the President of the 
L'nlted States. A Memphis paper de¬ 
clares that this is ‘the most damna¬ 
ble outrage ever perpetrated by any 
citizen of the United States.’ If that 
is to be the attitude of the Democratic 
pressW the South they will have many 
provocations in the future. 

"President Roosevelt will not be 
guided by Southern prejudices. He is 
not seeking to placate the South by the 
appointment of Southern Democrats to 
office. He is simply seeking to put par¬ 
tisanship aside wtien he appoints Fed¬ 
eral officer*, naming the best men he 
can find, and where there are few Re¬ 
publicans of the legal training to be 
qualified for Federal Judge, as In the 
South, he will appoint Democrats. 
That was what the President did In 
appointing ex-Gov. Thomas Jones, of 
Alabama, to the Federal bench. The 
President w'as amused at some com¬ 
ments of the Southern press on that 
appointment, assuring him that he 
could not win over Democrats to Repub¬ 
lican policies by patronage bribery.

Not the First Time. 

"The invitation to Prof. Washington 
tn dine at the White House was not a 
new departure on the part of President 
Roosevelt. Thei two men have been 
personal friends for years, and they 
have dined together before and he will 
Invite him to dine again. 

"President Roosevelt has no desire to 
Irritate the South, but he will not ask 
the Southern editors to define for him 
the conduct of a gentleman. Had 
Washington been Invited to a State 
dinner there might have been some ex¬ 
cuse for the Southern criticism as ex¬ 
pressive of the attitude of one section 
of the country tow’ard a public act of 
the President.

The new 
policy of the association will be to take 
In all the mill workers and make them 
part and parcel of the organization, so 
that Ihe Interests of all will be Identi¬ 
cal.

I think that the 
President's act also, probably, will re¬ 
tard the' building up of an Independent 
w’hlte man's party In the South." 

Mr. Crumpacker is author of the 
bill, which has never gotten very far 
In Congress, providing that Congress¬ 
men shall be apportioned on a basis of 
voters instead of actual population, the 
purpose being to prevent alleged dis¬ 
franchisement of the negro In the 
Southern States.

STORY OF CUBAN CAMPAIGN. 


Brought Out In the Court of Inquiry 
—Eight Witnesses Give Their 
Testimony. 


ADJOURNMENT UNTIL MONDAY. 


Washington, Oct. 18.—The most Im¬ 
portant testimony given before the 
Schley Court of Inquiry yesterday was 
the evidence given by Lieut. B. W. 
Wells, Jr., who served during the war 
with Spain as Rear Admiral Schley’s 
Flog Lieutenant or private secretary. 
Lieut. Wells was the last witness of 
the day and he showed that the Com¬ 
mander of the Flying Squadron left 
Clenfuegos within three hours after he 
received word that Cervera was not In 
the harbor. 

From the line of the examination re¬ 
lating tc the flght of July 3. already 
pursued. It is evident that It Is the In¬ 
tention of Mr. Rayner to have Lieut. 
Wells give a complete history of Ad¬ 
miral Schley's actions during the Span¬ 
ish War. When the court adjourned he 
had reached the period of the battle of 
July 3. having gone quite minutely into 
other incidents of the campaign up tn 
that time. Including the receipts of 
dispatches from Admiral Sampson. 

• • • % 

An Oregon Man’s Evidence. 

Lieut. Commander Nicholson, who 
was navigator of the Oregon, told the 
story of the battle of July 3. as he 
paw It from the deck of the Oregon. He 
paid the movements of the Oregon had 
not been controlled by signals from the 
Brooklyn, and he expressed the opin¬ 
ion that the Oregon was nearer the 
Colon than the Brooklyn waB. Mr. J. T. 
Hanley, who was chief machinist on 
board the Texas, said that the port en¬ 
gines of the Texas had not been stop¬ 
ped during the battle of July 3. 

The other witnesses heard during the 
day w'ere Medical Director Charles M. 
De Valin, a surgeon; Capt. J. L. Han- 
num, retired engineer; Lieut. Thomas 
Carter. Ensign W. P. Cronan, Carpen¬ 
ter J. H. Warford. all of whom served 
on the Brooklyn. Warford stated that 
the Brooklyn had been struck about 
thirty times.

Adjourned Until Monday. 


Capt. John L. Hannum was called. He 
testified as to the disabled condition of 
the collier Mcrrlmac and was followed 
by Lieut. Thomas F. Carter, passed as¬ 
sistant engineer, who was In charge of 
the machinery of the Brooklyn. Lieut. 
Carter told of the encouraging mes¬ 
sages sent by Schley to the men below 
the deck, and he was followed by En¬ 
sign Cronan. of the Brooklyn.

The Brooklyn’s Loop. 


In describing the details of the bat¬ 
tle of July 3 Mr. Cronan told of the 
turn of the Brooklyn, saying that after 
It began he observed that the first ship 
appeared tc be heading directly toward 
the Brooklyn, creating the Impression 
that either ahe meant to ram the 
Brooklyn or the Brooklyn to ram her. 
This countlngency, however, w r as avert¬ 
ed by both the Brooklyn and the Span¬ 
ish ships putting the helm to port. He 
said that the Zocnpa land battery also 
fired at the Brooklyn at that time. He 
also stated that Just before starting in¬ 
shore the Vlscayn made a sudden turn 
toward the Brooklyn. 

• • « 

Brooklyn Struck Many Times. 

Lieut. Cronan was followed by George 
H. Warford, who was a carpenter on 
Schley's flagship. Describing the battle 
of July 3. he said that egrly In the ac¬ 
tion the order was passed by a marine 
orderly, "Stand by to ram." He also 
said that later, and during the chase, 
he had seen the Vlscaya turn as If to 
ram the Brooklyn before the former 
v.-i.i ashore. He said he had made a 
personal examination of the Brooklyn 
after the battle, and had found that 
she had been struck thirty times. 

• • • 

Contradicts Claxton. 


When Mr. Warford was excused, J. 
L. Hunly, who was chief machinist on 
the Texas during the battle of July 3, 
was called. He said that during the 
engagement he had been on duty at 
the throttle of the port engine. He 
said, in response to a question by Mr. 
Rayner. that he knew Alfred Claxton, 
w'ho had previously testified that on 
the day of the ba;tle he was standing 
at the throttle of the port engine. 

"Is that correct?" asked Mr. Rayner, 
quoting Claxton’s testimony. 

"No. sir,"' the wltne>*» replied. 

"Was the port engine of the Texas 
either stopped or backed?" 

"No, sir. not to my recollection." 

"Was it slowed down?” 

"Slowed down; yes. sir." 

• # • 

Schley’s Bearing. 


Mr. Hunly was then excused, and 
Lieut. J. P. J. Ryan, who was assistant 
engineer on the Brooklyn, was Intro¬ 
duced. He considered the bearing of 
Commodore Schley during the battle of 
July 3 as admirable, and stated that 
the Commodore was In an exposed po¬ 
sition all the time. He also described 
the death of Yeoman Ellis. 

• • • 

The Cuban Campaign. 


Just before the court adjourned to¬ 
day Attorney Rayner, counsel for Ad¬ 
miral Schley, informed the court that 
he hoped to be able to conclude the 
presentation of testimony for the ap¬ 
plicant by the close of next week. He 
added that he thus far had not had 
opportunity to vonsult with witnesses 
who are still to be heard. He. there¬ 
fore. asked that an adjournment J>p 
taken from to-day until Monday. 
Bpeaking for the court, Admiral De\v*?y 
said he was most happy to grant the 
request. Accordingly the court ad¬ 
journed until 11 o’clock Monday.

Corrections In Evidence. 


When court opened to-day all of yes¬ 
terday’s witnesses appeared to make 
corrections in their testimony. 

Lieut. Commander Nicholson* of the 
Oregon, was the first new witness, and 
tils story of the battle corroborated the 
other Schley witnesses. Dr. Charles M. 
Dev&lin followed Command ‘r Nicholson. 
He said that he had been medical officer 
on board the Brooklyn, and had ob¬ 
served the battle of July 3 from the 
forecastle. He gave a brief description 
of the battle, saying he had been pres¬ 
ent when Yeoman Ellis was killed, and 
that he had observed Commodore 
Schley during the entire engagement. 
"His conduct and bearing,” said the 
witness, "was all that could be expect¬ 
ed He seemed to know what he was 
about, Hnd to be doing all that he 
wished to do He was in perfect con¬ 
trol of the situation." 

• • • 

Schley’s Order. 

In response to questions from Capt. 
Lemly. the witness said that he had 
heard Commodore Schley give the or¬ 
der, "Helm hard aport," and had heard 
no one else give It. In response to a 
question he said that he had at tha£ 
time heard no colloquy or altercation 
concerning this order. 

"Haven’t you stated heretofore that 
you did heat such a conversation?" 

"I may have so stated, but 1 do not 
now remember and cannot repeat any 
conversation of the kind." 

"Have you not heretofore repeated 
ft?" 

At this point Mr. Rayner Interrupted 
Capt. Lemly’s examination with a pro¬ 
test against the putting of the question 
without giving the names of persons 
with whom witness was supposed to 
have had the conversation in question, 
but Capt. Lemly objected to this inter¬ 
ruption and insisted upon the regularity 
of the proceedings. Capt. Barker quot¬ 
ed precedents to sustain Mr. Rayner* 
objections, to which Capt. Lemly re¬ 
plied that a question similarly put had 
been allowed on a previous occasion. 

• • • 

Dewey As a Lawyer. 

Speaking for the court. Admiral 
Dewey sustained Mr. Rayner's point, 
saying: 

"We know more law now than we 
did before. Time, place and names of 
Individuals should be given. I would 
not like myself to have such a question 
put to me; no one would like it." 

Capt. Lemly then asked: 

"Did you tell Lieut. Ward In Ports¬ 
mouth. N. H„ on August 6. that you had 
neard a conversation in which the word 
•Texas’ was used?" 

The witness said that on that date 
Mr. Ward had o*kod him what tv* would 
testify to in the case and he had said 
that it was passible that there had been 
a conversation about the order for port¬ 
ing the helm of the Brooklyn during the 
battle between Commodore Schley and 
Lieutenant Commander Hodgson; but 
the witness said that he was unable to 
repeat It under oath. He had no recol¬ 
lection of saying anything at that time 
about the Texas.

Mr. and Mrs. Matthews 
were divorced soon after the filing of 
the damage suit. 

DODGED HIS TAXES. 

Heavy Fine Imposed On a Farmer In 
Crawfordsville. 

Craw fordsvllie. Ind., Oct. 18.—In the 
Montgomery Circuit Court yesterday, 
Judge West imposed a fine of $1,000 
upon William Cox, charged with hav¬ 
ing sequestered $50,000 worth of taxable 
property for seventeen years. By the 
ruling of the court the property in 
question was placed upon the tax 
duplicate, and taxes were collected 
upon it for the full seventeen years. 
There were seventeen counts against 
Mr. Cox. but they were all bunched, 
and the fine was Imposed as a u-hole.

C I TI ZE NS HUNT FOR WOOD. 

The Gas Supply of the Village of 
Shideler Gives Out. 

Muncie, Ind., -Oat. 18.—Shideler. a 
village of several hundred Inhabitants, 
six miles north of Muncie, is complete¬ 
ly out of natural gas, and the residents 
of the place are spending their Jel.nift* 
time hunting far wood. The village has 
heretofore been supplied by two large 
wells that always proved excellent pro¬ 
ducers. Wednesday tne gas pressure 
gave down entirely, and the residents 
were forced to go to the woods in order 
to find enough w'ood to keep them 
warm. The people of Shideler say that 
while there has been a gradual de¬ 
crease In pressure. It was thought 
there would be plenty for this winter, 
and the total failure thus finds them 
wholly unprepared. 

HAS NOT RESIGNED. 

Consul To Zanzibar Reaches Home To 
Take a Vacation. 

Indianapolis, Oct. 18.—Charles B. 
Rogers, of Shoals. Ind., who is In the 
city, says he has not resigned as Con¬ 
sul to Zanzibar, but has returned on a 
sixty-day furlough, the climate of the 
island having affected his health. He 
does not say whether or not he will re¬ 
turn. It is understood that Mr. Rogers 
has tendered his resignation as Consul, 
but that the Department of Stuto at 
Washington has not formally relieved 
him of his title. He Is now a candidate, 
it la said, for the nomination for Joint 
Senator for Orange, Lawrence and 
Martin counties. 


MEMORIAL HOSPITAL 

In Honor of George Rogers Clark and 
Pierre Gibault. 

Vincennes, Ind.. Oct. 18.—The Colum¬ 
bia Reading Circle, composed of soci¬ 
ety women, at a meeting last night de¬ 
cided to raise funds to erect a memorial 
hospital in this city in honor of George 
Rogers Clark ami tho Rev. Father 
Pierre Gibault. Their first effort will 
be a rummage sale, and entertainments 
of different natures will be given until 
enough money Is secured to begin the 
work. 

May Not Bore For Water. 

Terre Haute, Ind.. Oct. 18.—The news¬ 
papers of both parties are objecting to 
the expenditure of the $500 appropriat¬ 
ed by the County Council to bore for 
water to test the supply for a water¬ 
works plant, and It is probable that that 
step toward a municipal plant will he 
retracted by the Councflmen, who are 
promoting the project for a city plant. 
A committee of the City Council has 
under consideration the proposition for 
a municipal works, but while there is 
general belief In the advisability of 
such Investment, the newspapers are 
asking how It is to be obtained. The 
city’s debt is so near the limit that the 
money can not be borrowed, and. be¬ 
sides, the contract with the existing 
company has twenty years to run. 

Y. M. C. A. Out of Debt 

Crawfordsville. Ind.. Oct. 18.—Last 
night, at the parlors of the Y. M. C. 
A., a committee that has been at work 
the past month was banqueted because 
of Its success In raising $12,000. This 
sum was necessary to put the associa¬ 
tion building out of debt, and the com¬ 
mittee of citizens, assisted by Mr. W. A. 
Kilns, of Chicago. Labored Liard to 
bring about this end. The association 
Is now out of debt, and owns one of 
the handsomest buildings In Indiana, 
valued nt $30,000. E. E. Stucy. of In¬ 
dianapolis. State secretary of the Y. M. 
C. A., presided nt the banquet, which 
was Attended by representative busi¬ 
ness men of the city. 


Dairymen To Raise Prices. 
Richmond, Ind., Oct. 18.—Thirty-five 


dairymen, who sell their product in 
this city, to-day formed an organiza¬ 
tion. aud have raised the price of milk 
from five cents to six and one-quarter 
cents a quart. J. T. Brent, of Chicago, is 
in this city conferring with local peo¬ 
ple relative to the formation of a com¬ 
pany which will erect a plant and buy 
the product of the local dairies for dis¬ 
tribution to consumers. The dairymen 
say they will welcome a move of thh 
sort, as they can make more profit by 
this method than by handling the milk 
themselves.

Bloomington. Ind., Oct. 13.—Delegates 
from Bloomington, who attended the 
thirty-second annual meeting of the 
northwest branch Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society cf the M. E. Church, 
held at Grand Rapids. Mich., succeeded 
In getting the next convention In this 
city. The date will be the week of Oc¬ 
tober 8. 1902. and over 400 delegates are 
expected from the States of Michigan. 
Illinois and Indiana. This Is the liret 
time in twelve years that ap Indiana 
conference has entertained this brumih* 
meeting.

First, on the left side ot the ballot, the 
device of the Democratic party— 4 ‘a game 
cock in the act of crowing'*—and its title 
and group of candidal* s beneath Lt; next, 
the device ot the Republican party—a "iog 
cabin"—and Its title and group of candi¬ 
dates bemath it; next, and in the order 
named, the device of tne People’s party— 
"the plow and hammer"—and its title ond 
group of candidates beneath It. next, the 
device of tlio Prohibition fiarty—"a phoe¬ 
nix"—and its name or title and group of 
candidates beneath It: Provided, however, 
that only the devices or emoltm* of the 
forties represented by a candidate or can¬ 
didates are to appear on the ballot. 

By Section 14 of the elation law (see 
pamphlet compiled by Secretary of State), 
it is made the duty of the Secretary of 
State to prescribe the order tn which the 
party devices and list of candidates shall 
«P|k»ut on the ballot, and he is r^ulred to 
d»rtct that precedence be given to the 
party which polled the highest number of 
votes for the head of the ticket in the 
last preceding election, and the object of 
this circular Is to comply with that pro¬ 
vision of the law.

September 17 hirt Foy was traveling 
at dusk, or later, in the vicinity of Ked- 
zle avenue and West Taylor street, 
when without warning he stepped from 
the terminus of a new cement sidewalk. 
Pitching headlong, his face struck an 
upright piece of scantling. The fall was 
accompanied by n gasp and Foy’s 
mouth being open his upper teeth were 
planted deep Into the scantling. 

Here was a rough experience for Foy. 
He couldn't pull out his teeth and so 
he embraced the piece of plank, and, 
with his teeth still Impaling It. he 
sought surgical aid. But the teeth liked 
their new location and there they are 
to-day, while the plaintiff affirms tn his 
bill that he still is Injured in mind and 
body and 1* "sick, sore and disordered."

The Judgment was appealed from be¬ 
cause of the admission of alleged In¬ 
competent evidence and errors In the In¬ 
structions of the trial court.

In 1S36 the city of Owensboro, by Us 
officers, attempted to garnishee In the 
hands of certain banks funds sufficient 
to pay taxes that had been assessed 
against Jerry O’Callaghan, the taxes be¬ 
ing for the years 1391. 1892, 1893, 1894, 
1896 and 1896. and amounted to $5,000 
The appellants, as executors, filed their 
action seeking an injunetl n to prevent 
the payment of the taxis out of the at¬ 
tached fund and to have the assessment 
declared void on the ground that the 
property belonged to Eugene O’Cal- 
laghan. a nonresident, and was In the 
hands of Jerry O’Caliaghan as agent 
only. The lower court sustained the 
claim of the city, and the opinion of to¬ 
day holds that the property was tax¬ 
able only In the hands of E. ene O’Cal¬ 
laghan at his home in Marlon county.

Smallpox Stamped Out. 


Dr. J N. McCormack, of Bowling 
Green, President Of the State Board of 
Health, was here to-day a caller at the 
Executive Department.

He suggested 
that she go to Hagan, Va.. where the 
State could not force her to testify. 
He said he would pay for the "neces¬ 
sities of life" for her If she would go. 

Sheriff B. F. fc’uter, of Franklin 
county, told of having been denied ad¬ 
mission to the Executive building when 
he announced that he wanted to find 
out who fired the shot.

"If tho Democrats don’t stop, Hazel- 
rlgg and Hobson, of the Court of Ap¬ 
peals, should be killed. That will set¬ 
tle it." 

Powers said that was right and Fin¬ 
ley agreed with him. 

While In jail at Frankfort, Culton 
said Powers offered him $IM not to go 
on the fitness stand in his own behalf 
on his motion for ball. 

• • « 

Cross-Examination Unimportant. 

At 3:30 o’clock the cross-examination 
of Culton was begun by W. C. Owens. 
Culton admitted having been Indicted 
once in Jackson county for signing the 
name of another man to a paper. He 
said the paper was a petition to build 
a new courthouse and he was author¬ 
ized to sign the name of a man to the 
petition, and he did this. There was 
politics in the matter, and this man 
afterwards turned against him and had 
him indicted. He said the court 
promptly dismissed him. He denied 
that he was short in his accounts In 
the State Auditor’s office, and then in 
answer to question repeated, only more 
fully, the testimony which he had given 
In chief. 

At 6 o’clock Judge Cantrlll adjourned 
court until to-night at 7 o'clock. 

• • • 

Evening Session. 

When court convened this evening 
Mr. Owens resumed the cross-examina¬ 
tion of Culton. He denied that he told 
"Pelly" Wolcott, of Frankfort, and C. 
O, Reynolds, of Lexington, that he had 
made arrangements with the Common¬ 
wealth to get money for every convic¬ 
tion secured. He said that he had never 
told Wharton Golden that the man that 
killed Goebel was so drunk he could 
hardly stand up. Culton said he never 
told Powers that Youtsey had said 
Goebel was to be shot from his office.

Dudley Williamson, a member of the 
Frankfort company of militia, said the 
men were kept ar the armory In uni¬ 
form. but when they went to thedr 
im-uls they were compelled to wear cit¬ 
izen’s clothes.

HISJOCULAR REMARKS QUOTED 


New York. Oct. 18.—A Washington 
letter to the Post says: 

Theodore Roosevelt has been Presi¬ 
dent of the United States long enough 
to have made a distinct Impression on 
the public men who make up what Is 
vaguely termed Washington sentiment. 
The question on .everybody’s lips is: 
"What kind of a President is Roosevelt 
going to make? Enough persons have 
been to see him. from Senators and 
other party leaders down* to the most 
trivial callers, and he has said enough 
in response to their varied requests 
to furnish the data by which all inter¬ 
ested observers may make their own 
predictions according to their individ¬ 
ual standards of political expediency 
and public duty. 

No one can go to the White House on 
any business day without realizing the 
terrible strain to which we/ subject a 
President of the United States. Even 
though Congress Is not now in session, 
and the building is theoretically closed 
In mourning for the late President, the 
public corridors of the second story 
have much the appearance of a steam¬ 
ship wharf on a sailing day. The space 
reserved for waiting-room purposes 1 b 
literally packed; there Is hardly stand¬ 
ing room. Official Secretary Cortelyou, 
personal Secretary Loeb. and clerical 
Secretary Pruden are constantly be¬ 
sought by anxious groups to procure an 
audience with the President. Capt. 
Loertier, the President’s doorkeeper, 
who admits without challenge person¬ 
ages of recognized importance, like 
Cabinet officers and well-known Sena¬ 
te rs, is kept busy swinging open the 
do.r Into the Cabinet room. When one 
considers the number of a President’s 
callers, and the diversity of their busi¬ 
ness. one may well believe. In thinking 
of his duties, that "being talked to 
death must be a terrible death to die.’* 
That the presidency is an office In 
uhleh a man must submit to endless 
Importunity is the experience of every 
recent occupant. Gen. Harrison told 
the friends who Inquired concerning his 
willingness to be a candidate In 1896. 
that he should dread to have to go 
through again the terrible ordeal of 
grappling entanglements and listening 
to the appeals of patronage. President 
Cleveland. In his second term. Issued 
a notice to the effect that he would not 
receive Importunities for office, but that 
all the preliminary discussion must be 
bad with the Cabinet officers In whose 
departments the positions respectively 
came. President McKinley, as was 
often noted, possessed an almost magi¬ 
cal faculty for "passing people along." 
end yet doing it graciously. Still the 
office wore heavily on him. and left his 
constitution somewhat weakened. 

• • • 

Has Not Learned the Ropes. 

President Roosevelt, It is acknowl¬ 
edged, has not yet acquired the Mc¬ 
Kinley art of taking these troubles 
easily. While perfectly good natured 
and cordial to all his visitors, he beats 
quiet evidence of being frightfully 
bored by the office-brokers, and tells 
those who come to see him on matters 
of public policy how glad he Is to have 
the patronage harangue occasionally 
Interrupted. Of course everything that 
s President says to his callers is re¬ 
peated to somebody and tends to travel 
rapidly; when he tells the bearer of a 
statesmanlike message that he wel¬ 
comes such an oasis, the virtuous man 
loses no time In letting it get around 
to the place-hunters that their vtsi 4 
are less welcomed than his own. A!- 
ready there is some feeling amo.ig the 
politicians that they are suffering a 
slight when their errands relate to 
office. Some of the President’s Jocular 
remarks at such times have been 
quoted afterward as coming a little too 
near the truth to be wholly enjoyed. 
Two Senators were pressing him closely 
In regard to patronage the other day, 
and thought they hail about made their 
point, when the President, with a wave 
of the hand. Invited Into the conversa¬ 
tion a third man. before whom they 
could not talk, saying in a Jesting way 
that he wanted to get a little respite 
from their Importunities. His humor, 
for some reason, they did not wholly 
like, and they went away questioning 
whether he would be a real success as 
President. 

• • • 

Talks Too Loud. 

Another thing with which the politi¬ 
cians find fault is that Mr. Roosevelt 
talks too loud and dues not give them 
much opportunity for privacy. He re¬ 
ceives a great many callers In his large 
room at one time, listening to them in 
groups, or one by one as they get 
around to him; In this sort of confer¬ 
ence. much that he says can be over¬ 
heard by the others present, as was his 
home thrust at Senator Mason the oth¬ 
er day on the necessity of Mason’s 
picking out for Federal positions men 
of the highest Integrity. The Senator’s 
opponents are already guying him a 
little about the impression his hench¬ 
men have made on the new President, 
and Mason Is one of those who wish 
that their patronage conferences might 
henceforih be held in a shady nook of 
Lover's Lane. There is also a dispo¬ 
sition In some quartern to resent the 
notion that the President should him¬ 
self personally ascertain the fitness of 
candidates presented for places by the 
Senators; these dignitaries maintain 
that no President can do this without 
reducing greatly the time at his dis¬ 
posal for—listening to further Repeals. 

The President s callers, however, 
while saying that he lac ks something of 
Mr. McKinley’s skill in handling peo¬ 
ple expeditiously and smoothly, ac¬ 
knowledge that he possesses a wonder¬ 
ful faculty of knowing In advance 
what they are going to say. He has al 
ways been noted for this. His mind 
habitually leaps ahead of the conver¬ 
sation. and thos** who Btart out on a 
subject with platitudes and prelimina¬ 
ries are suddenly interrupted by some 
pregnant remark containing the gist of 
the whole matter. An important visitor 
the other day. known to be long-winded 
and painfully precise In his presenta¬ 
tion of a oa*<c. wits coached by his ad¬ 
visers beforehand ns to the necessity 
of bringing his remarks within small 
compass. He wanted twenty minutes, 
but his advisers told him that he had 
better get his story Into ten. as that 
would be as long an audience as he 
rould expect. Reluctantly he composed 
a ten-minute speech and went t« the 
White House, where, although having a 
very successful Interview, he did not 
get a chance to talk ninety seconds. 
The President as soon as the presenta¬ 
tion began, gave on«- uf his logical leaps 
ahead, showing that he comprehended 
the whole subject, and with a question 


or two reached the visitor's exact point 
of view. Mr. Roosevelt, in doing this, 
shows that he is a well-informed man, 
with an alert mentality. This greatly 
lessens the task of listening to what 
everybody has to say. because he does 
not need to hear so much. 

• • • 

Relations With the Senate. 

What will be the relation of the new 
President to the Senate? His declara¬ 
tion at Buffalo that he should continue 
unbroken the McKinley policies Implied 
that he would make himself a cham¬ 
pion of reciprocity*, for instance. But 
can any Republican President push 
verv hard for reciprocity without an¬ 
tagonizing his own party in the Sen¬ 
ate. which has no notion of ratifying 
the reciprocity treaties? The situation 
is much the same in regard to the 
trusts. 

Roosevelt's last notable speech as 
Vice President, delivered at the Min¬ 
nesota State Fair, took strong grounds 
in favor of some Government regula¬ 
tion of great industrial combinations. 
Publicity of accounts is believed to be 
the thing which he regards as most 
Important, and yet how far can lie go 
in any such movement without running 
Into Nelson W. Aldrich, chairman of 
the Finance Committee of the Sen¬ 
ate, and the real leader of that body. 
If our new President could content 
himself to sit back In his executive 
chair, indorsing senatorial appoint¬ 
ments and writing Thanksgiving proc¬ 
lamations. but leaving public questions 
to adjust themselves, he would un¬ 
doubtedly succeed in holding the pol¬ 
iticians In his support, but If he en¬ 
deavors to be an aggressive leader he 
niUKt expect to encounter antagonism. 

Already the lines of a possible cleav¬ 
age are apparent. The public feels 
very warmly toward Mr. Roosevelt. 
The newspapers represented in this 
city were never so nearly unanimous 
In their encouragement for any Presi¬ 
dent in health and vigor as they are to¬ 
day. Even correspondents of stanch 
Democratic newspapers have seriously 
tested the liberality of their Journals 
by writing In commendation of his acts. 
Such things both guide and reflect pop¬ 
ular feeling. In these circumstances It 
Is conceivable that the politicians may 
come to dislike Mr. Roosevelt, but at 
the same time find It Inexpedient to 
say so. Such things have happened be¬ 
fore. Mr. Cleveland was nominated In 
1892 by popular demand, and against 
the practically unanimous sentiment of 
the Democratic Senators and profes¬ 
sional politicians. Mr. Roosevelt’s 
nomination as Vice President was re¬ 
sponsive to the same sort of popular 
Impulse. Politicians who attempted to 
aid It or stand In its way were like 
Mrs. Partington with her broom. It 
may’ be so again. As soon as the pub¬ 
lic learns that a man desires the right 
thing and Is courageous enough to try 
to do It. they rally to his support, and 
the politicians have either to make the 
best of It or take a whipping. 

STRIKERS PROHIBITED 

FROM PICKETING PLANT. 


Machinists Ordered By Court To Re¬ 
frain From Intimidating Allis 
Chalmers Co.’s Employes. 


Chicago. Oct. 18.—*Judge Kohlsaat. sit¬ 
ting in the United States Circuit Court, 
to-day granted a permanent injunction 
restraining Reliable Lodge, No. 253. of 
the International Association of Ma¬ 
chinists. its members and others from 
picketing the works of the Allis Chal¬ 
mers Company’ or In any way Intimi¬ 
dating workmen of the company. 

In rendering the decision ttie court 
characterized assaults by strikers as 
civil warfare and as malicious o» mid¬ 
night murder. He eald It was the un¬ 
doubted right of workmen to quit work 
severally or in a body so long as the 
act does not conve within the rule 
against conspiracies to injure the prop¬ 
erty of another. The order of the court 
was made to lake the place of a tem¬ 
porary restraining order Issued several 
weeks ago. 

The defendants maintain that they’ 
are peaceable and that the Allis Chal¬ 
mers Company Is a trust and also in a 
conspiracy to fight the Machinists' As¬ 
sociation.

Prominent Distillers and Wholesalera 
Are the Victims—Cannot Esti- 
• mate Their Losses. 


OFFICERS LOOK FOR OTHERS. 


Discoveries were made yesterday by 
the detectives and Internal revenue offi¬ 
cials which show that within the past 
six months or more large quantities of 
liquor have been stolen from several 
prominent wholesale whisky houses. 
Just how much liquor has been taken 
Is a matter of doubt, though It Is cer¬ 
tain that the amount will run well up 
Into the hundreds of gallons and its 
value into the thousands of dollars. 
The firms known to have been victim¬ 
ised ore Bemhelm Bros., S. Grabfelder 
& Co.. Brown. Forman & Co., and one 
or two of the Kentucky Distilleries and 
Warehouse Company’s plants. None of 
these firms was certain that It had bpen 
robbed until Informed by the police. 

Matters were brought to a focus yes¬ 
terday when District Detectives King 
and Hogan arid Deputy Internal Rev¬ 
enue Collectors W. L. Archer and J. 
D. Dawes arrested six negro teamsters 
and laborers and on- white saloon¬ 
keeper on the general charge of having 
made away with and disposed of much 
of the missing spirits, though each of 
the seven men has one specific charge 
laid ngainst him by the State and an¬ 
other by the Government. The arrest¬ 
ing officers are of the opinion that these 
robberies have been carried on sys¬ 
tematically by a number of negro team¬ 
sters and helpers who work for the 
whisky houses, and that they have dis¬ 
posed of the stolen goods to certain 
saloonkeepers whose places are located 
In the questionable districts of the city. 
The officers believe further that they 
got only part of the gang yesterday 
which they claim has been doing the 
work. They feel confident that they 
will round up a number of others, 
against whom they will place the same 
charges, and as a result that further 
startling thefts of liquor will come to 
light.

They placed the 
charge of knowingly receiving stolen 
property. The Government’s charge 
against Beck Is having packages of 
liquor in Ills possession not bearing 
revenue stamps. Shortly aft**r Beck’s 
arrest, the detectives took Into custody 
the negroes Arthur Brown. Irwin Tay¬ 
lor, Cliff Caldwell. Will Parker, Will 
Slaughter and Will Hall, all of whom 
were charged with grand larceny. The 
Government has the charge of selling 
liquor without a license against them. 
Most of the negroes are teamsters who 
have been engaged In handling Rern- 
helm Bros.’ shipments of goods to the 
freight depots They were arrested in 
the neighborhood of the firm’s place of 
business on Main street, near Seventh, 
shortly after 4 o’clock. 

Shortly before Beck was arrested by 
the detectives, he was paid a visit by 
Deputy Internal Revenue Collectors 
Archer and Pawes. 

As the officers approached the saloon, 
they saw a number of negroes stand¬ 
ing In front When they drew near 
and were close enough to be recog¬ 
nised by the negroes, the latter drew 
back within the place. Th** officers fol¬ 
lowed quickly and found Meek near at 
hand behind the bar. Deputy Archer 
stepped to the end of the bar ami 
picked up a pistol which lay on a shelf 
nearby.

Deputy Archer 
stood guard over the lbjuot that had 
be«»n seized while Deputy Dawes made 
a further Investigation of the premises. 
He found in the garrel a large number 
of other unstamped packages of liquor, 
though all were under ten gallons, and 
under the law could not he selxed for 
not having a stamp. The goods seized 
were taken to the Customhouse. In his 
talk with the Government officers dur¬ 
ing the progress of the Investigation, 
Berk admitted that he had bought the 
liquor from negroes at $1 h gallon, and 
that he did not know where they had 
gotten It. He took their word for it 
that they came by it honestly. When 
the detectives arrested Beck shortly 
afterward, they also made an investi¬ 
gation of the premises. 

They looked over a number of Inittl *s» 
of whisky which had been found by the 
revenue officers, and discovered that 
some of them bore the names of brands 
sold by Blown, Forman & Co.. Bem¬ 
helm Bros.. B. Grabfelder & Co. and the 
Kentucky Distilleries and Warehouse 
Company They took a bottle or so of 
each ns evidence against Peck.

PROTEST AGAINST HIGH DUTIES 


Clinton county has been put under a 
Federal quarantine. For months the 
officials of the county, it Is charged by 
the health authorities, have disregard, 
ed the warnings sent Jhem by the State 
Board of Health. M was known that 
"tlcky" cattle were going out from the 
county The Federal authorities told 
the State Board that something must 
be done. Then the Federal Government 
suddenly took the situation In hand and 
sent out the following quarantine order; 

United States Department of Agricult¬ 
ure.—In conseque-ner of Southern or sp*en- 
etlc fever infection being present among 
cattle In Clinton county. K>., aa shown 
by the number of cattle In that county 
Infested with the Southern cattle tick 
(boophllu? nnnulaus), and to prevent the 
spread or Infection, it is hereby ordered 
that no cattle which are now In said 
county or which may be taken In said 
county during the continuance of this or¬ 
der shall be removed from said county 
and shipped to any State or Territory, ex¬ 
cept for Immediate slaughter and accord¬ 
ing to the regulations of this department, 
as specified in Bureau of Animal Industry 
Order No. 80. dated December 10. 1KM, or 
amendments thereto for the movement of 
Southern ctttle. This order to continue 
from this date to November 16, 1901. 

JAMES WILSON. S©cr«ary. 

Secretary McCormack, of the State 
Board, and Dr. F. T. Elsenman. the 
State Veterinarian, will give notice to 
all the other counties, while the Gov¬ 
ernment officials on the ground will be 
careful to see that the quarantine Is 
observed In the letter and In the spirit. 
• • • 

When Trouble Began. 

The trouble dates back to August 6, 
on which date a number of cattle were 
driven from Clinton county to Burnside, 
Ky.. and from there shipped to Cincin¬ 
nati. Soon after being received In Cin¬ 
cinnati It was discovered that the cat¬ 
tle were Infected with the Texas fever 
tick. This tick seems absolutely harm¬ 
less to the cattle from the far South, 
but when put upon native cattle. Terjis 
fever and death soon follow. 

As soon os the Cincinnati people had 
discovered the presence of the tick, they 
made protest to the Department of Ani¬ 
mal Industry at Washington. The Ken¬ 
tucky State Board of Health was 
promptly notified. 

State Veterinarian F T. Eisenman 
wrote to County Judge C. P. Parngin, of 
Clinton county, concerning the matter. 
The County Judge replied that he did 
not think much of It. and that the coun¬ 
ty would pay nothing for the investiga¬ 
tion. 

Several letter* were exchanged, the 
county officials paying little attention to 
the commands from the State Board of 
Health, and rather sneering at the Idea 
that a quarantine could be established. 

It whs Clinton county against the 
Federal Government. 

At Buffalo. Dr. Eisenman met Dr. 
Salmon. « hlef of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry. The Kentucky State Veterin¬ 
arian asked that some little time be 
given the refractory county, but the 
chief replied that the Government had 
no time to cajole officials who seemed 
unable to understand the grave danger 
In which they put other sections of the 
country Immediately after the return 
of the chief to Washington Federal In¬ 
spector* visited Clinton county to in¬ 
vestigate thoroughly the conditions 
there. As soon us these Inspectors had 
reported the quarantine was slapped on. 
• • • 

Effect of the Quarantine. 


Pittsburg. Oct. 18.—A new Independ¬ 
ent steel corporation that Is shortly to 
be ready to enter the market In com¬ 
petition with the United States Steel 
Corporation has been formed In Pitts¬ 
burg. The new c oncern Is known as 
the Everson Steel Corporation.* The 
general offices of the company are at 
present located In Pittsburg, and much 
interest has been aroused in local steel 
circles over the outcome of the enter¬ 
prise. 

A new company Is Incorporated un¬ 
der the laws of West Virginia, and haa 
a capital of $3,000,000. A site for the 
extensive plant that Is to be built has 
been secured along the Ohio river, not 
far from Pittsburg. The property while 
located definitely*. Is not mentioned for 
publication. It Is said to contain over 
600 acres of land and under the plans 
of the company 100 acres of this site is 
to be covered with various finishing 
mills, furnaces and terminal railroad 
facilities. The remainder of the prop¬ 
erty Is to be used for the budding of 
a new town at the plant. 

The variety of products that the new 
corporation proposes to turn uut makes 
the project unusual. In the list Is steel 
sheets, tubes, billets and bars. One ad¬ 
ditional feature will be the manufact¬ 
ure of steel wagon wheels, and. accord¬ 
ing to the plans the new works will 
have a capacity of 6.000 sets of these 
wheels a year, each set being composed 
of four wheels. 

Within ten months It Is proposed to 
have mill buildings costing $560,000 
completed and 1,000 men employed. 

Much of th“ capital stock of Use new 
company has been taken by Eastern 
financiers and Plttsburgers are supply¬ 
ing considerable also. 


When taken to Central police station, 
all of the negroes were found to be well 
supplied with money. Arthur Brown 
had ab<mt $45. 

Mr. B. Bemhelm said that he and 
others in his hou*e were at h toss to 
know exactly how the thefts had been 
committed. 

"In fact," lie said, "we kn- w nothing 
of th* thefts until tnformed by the de¬ 
tectives. though we had suspected that 
there was something wrong for some 
weeks past. We had been receiving 
letters from customers complaining 
that barrels shipped them had proved 
to be short In measure. Sometimes It 
would be only a gallon or so, and some¬ 
times It would amount to as much 
ftv< gallons. Ther" wars complaints 
only on an occasional barrel, but they 
kept coming In steadily. Though we 
haven't made an Investigation, we arc 
of the opinion that some one within the 
house ha« been playing Into th*> hands 
of the colored teamsters. At bast, we 
do not see how case goods could get out 
unless such w3s a fact. Of coins?, 
when we sent whisky by the barrel to 
I freight depot* it could be opened and 
drawn from before it reached the hands 


The result is bound to be disastrous 
to Clinton county, for It means that 
during the closed season cattle cannot 
be shipped out of the county except for 
Immediate slaughter. A man living over 
the bonier cannot even buy a milch 
cow In Clinton county. And when cattle 
nre shipped out to be slaughtered they 
must be marked Southern cattle, and 
when sold will bring lower prices than 
others not from a quarantined district. 

This quarantine will last until No¬ 
vember 15, when the open season be¬ 
gins. With the first of February It will 
go into effect once more, and so con¬ 
tinue indefinitely. The official reading 
says until the Bureau of Animal In¬ 
dustry shall be satisfied that the con¬ 
ditions which caused the placing of the 
quarantine have been changed and 
there is no longer danger from ticks. 

The conduct of Clinton county in 
the future will have much to do with 
the term of the quarantine, which 
means the loss of thousands upon thou¬ 
sands of dollars to the cattle Indus¬ 
try. 


TO FIGHT DUTY ON HIDES 

A National Association Is Formed In 
Philadelphia. 

Philadelphia. Oct. 18.—An association 
to he known ns the Free Hide League 
of the United States, embracing the 
shoe, harness and leather Interests of 
the country, was organized here to-day 
at a meeting held In the Bourse. The 
officers elected are: President, (’halies 
A. Schleren. of New York; Western 
vice president. Frederick Vogel. Mil¬ 
waukee; Eastern vice president, Charles 
H. Jones. Boston; treasurer. Henry J. 
MacFarland, Chicago; secretary. S. W. 
Campbell. Chicago. 

The officers elected compose the Ex¬ 
ecutive Committee of the league, and 
to this body was referred the question 
of whether the organization shall di¬ 
rect Its efforts to have the hide duty 
clause in the Dlngley tariff law repeal¬ 
ed by the next Congress, or to seek 
to gain Us object by means of reciproci¬ 
ty. The Executive Committee will hold 
a meeting to decide the question at an 
early date. 

There was a difference of opinion re¬ 
garding the manner In which the duty 
should be abolished. Congressman 
Burke, of this city, made a lengthy 
speech In which he advocated that It 
should be done through reciprocity 
treaties. 

President Schleren said he favored 
reciprocity in ell lines of tr.ide. but 
negotiations for reciprocity with South 
American countries hnve not been satis¬ 
factory In the past. "We have no means 
now* of knowing how much success may 
attend the movement for reciprocity 
with certain South American coun¬ 
tries." he said. "I regard this as an 
unjust tax on hides, and I favor Its 
abolition as soon as It can be accom¬ 
plished, and 1 think the country is be¬ 
hind us In demanding It." 

S. W. Campbell, of Chicago, said that 
President McKinley and Congressman 
Dlngley did not want a duty placed on 
hides and added that It was inserted In 
the Dlngley bill for the benefit of *©i- 
taln Western packing interests.

Complaints from Customers.

Mr. Grabfelder has also 
had case goods stolen from him. but he 
does not know how they could b© taken 
from the house without the knowledge 
of his shipping clerk, who Itemizes 
every* package that comes into and 
leaves the place. 

Mr. George Brown, of Brown. For¬ 
man & Co., said that he had received 
no complaints from customers of bar¬ 
rels which were short In measurement. 
He thought, however, that he had lost 
some case goods. "We received a no¬ 
tice not long ugo." he said, "of s rase 
of our whisky being stolen." 

All the firms who believe that they 
have suffered losses at the hands of 
thieves will mnke nn Inventory of their 
stock. Detective King said he believed 
the negroes who had be©n taking the 
whisky hauled It away from the ware¬ 
houses. nnd before delivering It to the 
depot would take It to some point 
where they could work without fear of 
discovery and draw off a few Rations. 
How the goods In cases nnd Jugs were 
stolen Is a mystery so far to both dis¬ 
tillers and officers.

$1,500,000, and Is composed of Messrs. 
H. G. Curran. F. A. Peteler and W. L. 
Russell, whose office Is In the Broad 
Exchange building. New York City. It 
Is now drilling a well on the Win Inge r 
farm, three miles w est of Glasgow, and 
It is dow n 250 feet. A well on the Price 
farm, adjoining the Wlninger well. Is 
producing ten barrels a day at a depth 
of 425 feet, and the Kentucky people 
expect to strike a good How in the 
Wlninger well at 500 feet They have 
already let the contract for a 250-Lar- 
rel tank, which will be completed by 
next Wednesday night. 

The same company has completed a 
derrick on the Slaughter farm, three 
miles north of town, and drilling will 
begin there next Monday. 

The opera tors In charge of the drill¬ 
ing say the rock formations^ in the 
Wlninger well Indicate that oil exists 
there, and they are confident of making 
a big strike.

ROCK FALLS. 


FIVE MEN ARE KILLED AND TWO 
ARE INJURED 


IN TUNNEL IN NEW YORK. 


Portion of Roof and Side of Rapid 
Transit Excavation Caves In 
and Workmen Are Buried. 


New York, Oct. IS.—Five men were 
killed and two were Injured this morn¬ 
ing when an enormous mass of r**ck 
caved from the side and roof of the 
Rapid Transit tunnel. In course of con¬ 
struction on Broadway about the line of 
One Hundred and Sixty-fourth street 
In this city.

The section of the tunnel where the 
cave-in occurred la 105 feet below the 
surface. A shaft leads to the tunnel 
and from the shitfr headings extend 
north ana south, each being about 700 
feet long. The accident occurred In the 
south beading of the tunnel about 640 
fe*t from the shaft. A gang of twenty 
rock drillers was working In the ex- 
treme south end of the hooding and 
uhuut fifty feet from the end, a gang 
made up of twenty muckers and a fore- 
man. w’as removing the debris produced 
by the blasting. 

Without warning the mass of rock, 
sixty-three feet long, eleven f**ct wide 
and ten feet high, and weighing about 
150 tons, fell w ith a tremendous < rash 
directly where the muckers were work¬ 
ing. almost closing the tunnel und cre¬ 
ating u panic among the two or three 
hundred men at work In oth**r sections. 
Before h*ng the work of rescuing the 
muckers was commenced. 

l>e Petro and the unknown Italian 
were not burled under the mass of rock 
and were the first found. 

When the rescuing party began to re¬ 
move the rock they found the mangled 
bodies of O’Hara. Kelleher and Goron- 
sky. The bodies of Madden and Danlfe 
were burled under macs©* of rock 
which could not be moved and could 
not be extricated, although they were 
in plain sight It was the work of boats 
to drill the holes and charge them. At 
2:46 in the afternoon the <hnrgs were 
fired with th** result that the body of 
Foreman Madden was removed piece¬ 
meal. The next blast uncovered the 
body of Danlf e. __

NO DEMOCBATS HAVE BEEN

RIDICULOUS CHARGES. 


The unfounded charges of fraud In th© 
registration made by the Republicans 
were again shown up yesterday In th© 
trials of reglst rat ions cases. They started 
out with the assertion that there were at 
least 5.000 illegally registered voters. As 
an evidence of the falsity of the charge, 
the republicans so far have not been 
able to strike off the name of a single 
Democrat. 

And It Is well here to note a statement 
made yesterday by Secretary Newman 
in response to a question of the trial 
Judge. Magistrate John M. Adams. 

Secretary Newrnan said *hat th© 
court s ruling had been consistent and 
fair to his side. 

The Democrats have never made any 
charges as to the registration. They 
made careful polls, and on the registra¬ 
tion days were ready to prevent any 
wholesale negro or white Republican 
colonization. The Democrats had only 
to watch negro nomadism, and this has 
been shown In the trials to be an abid¬ 
ing trait of negroes. 

The first name called yesterday by 
the Republicans was H. A. String, who 
boards at the Galt House. Mr. Strong 
ieft the Galt House temporarily during 
the triennial conclave, but did not sur¬ 
render his residence, and Is now living 
there. The Republican attorneys were 
quick to move for a dismissal of the

J Maurice Hewlett’s Latest Volume a Notable Art Work In His X 
Best Style—Other Works of Fiction. i

On the Hewlett 
highway, as on the 
Book a Delight For Kipling road, there 

Hewlett Lovers. no half-way 

house. Either the 
reader is a lover of the author after the 
first book Ja read or he Is not. And 
there is no argument. The man who 
was not made a convert to Kipling by 
"Without Benefit of Clergy’ or "The 
Man Who Was.” wasted hie money 
when he bough T "Kim." The reader who 
did not ting! with the tense of realiza¬ 
tion of the arrival of a new force in 
fiction when he read "Earthwork Out 
of Tuscany." "The Forest levers” or 
"Little Novels of Italy," has no need 
for “Ne-w Canterbury Tales." It Is for 
the Hewlett lovers. It will convert no 
reader not already under the spell of 
this Incarnate essence of the Renais¬ 
sance. 

Some—and some who are wdl-sehooled 
—are repelled by the strangeness of 
Hewlett’s style. Some fail to see in th- 
whit.vr rudtry of this or that of his 
themea or this or that chance phrase, 
the fin* purity of pagun worship of 
aheer beauty. For that matter, some 
peop> find Gautle/ sensual and Shakes- 
pear? coarse And it Is not fl>r such 
people, sound In Judgment, maybe. In 
all matters outside of art. that com¬ 
ment on any of Maurice Hewlett’s 
books la Intended. 

In a flood-tld * of cheaply and nastily 
successful books there bobs up happily, 
once In awhile, the head of a strong 
swimmer. The top-thatch of a Rud- 
yard Kipling or a Gilbert Parker or a 
Maurice Hewlett shows here or there. 
And the comfort comes to the watcher 
on the shore when fie can cry out "The 
white-caps die Into foam—real art never 
sinks. And around ’New Canterbury 
Talcs* Is the cork-belt of true litera¬ 
ture. and it floats bravely.” 

• • • 

In other words, Maurice Hewlett 
proves in his new volume that he can 
take up a period, as in "Richard. Yea 
and Nay.” he took up a personage, 
crystallised by a dead master, into a 
personal possession, and transfer the 
ownership of that mental chattel. The 
Lion Heart was Scott’s un 11 Hewlett. In 
his late—and not his hes: novel — 
changed possession. The pilgrimage to 
Canterbury was sacred to Chaucer 'un¬ 
til It seemed good to this new man to 
tell other tales of sojourners on that 
consecrated road. And once more Hew¬ 
lett succeeds. 

He may succeed a little less materially. 
F*or his new book Is more apt to de¬ 
light those who took greater pleasure 
In his early work rather than In the 


novels that brought him most profit. 
Rut when the final word la written of 
this man’s llfe-w’ork. the tales told In 
this volume, and notably those of the 
Prioress, of Dan Costard and of Capt. 
Solomon Brozenhcad. will rank with 
"Quattrocenllteria," with "Ippolita of 
the Hills” and with "The Duchess of 
Nona." and so make Maurice Hewlett 
stand in hts proper place—the artistic 
Gr^ek who is the gift of the old Gods 
to each generation, as Keats was and 
as Gautier was—the apostle • »f all art¬ 
ists. and ever and for all lime cuviare 
to the vulgar.

By Georges Dorys. 


A NOTABLE book Is the transla¬ 
tion of "The Private Life of the 
Sultun of Turkey." by M. 
Georges Dorys. a young Greek. 
The work has never been equaled in 
boldness of criticism and freedom of 
detail. That It Is regarded as of Im¬ 
portance in the countries over which 
the Sultan rules is shown by the fact 
of Its suppression there. 

Why is M. Dorys qualified to write 
such a book? The name Dnrys is as¬ 
sumed The young man is the son of 
the late prince of Santas, was one of 
the Sultan’s Ministers and at one time 
the Governor of Crete. M. Dorys, un¬ 
der his proper title, has mingled since 
his childhood with the extraordinary 
political world which ferments around 
YUdez Palace and his information con¬ 
cerning the palace life has been ob¬ 
tained personally. Much of his mate¬ 
rial must have been obtained from his 
father, but of late M. Dorys has been 
noting as sub-correspondent for the 
London Times, and In that capacity 
has gathered from many sources. The 
lw»ok was written In Paris, as M. Dorys 
was forced to flee from Constantinople 
because of the wrath of the Padishah 
at th»* Young Turk party, of which the 
author Is an active member. 

M. Dorys has made a terrible ar¬ 
raignment of Abdul Hamid II. as he 
is to-day. With a powerful pen he 
writes of every phase of life in the gild¬ 
ed palace that l» really a fortress. He 
draws a picture of a man living In con¬ 
stant fear of poison, having * ats and 
dogs and even his staff touch every 
dish before he partakes of It. He draws 
an absolute ruler with such a fear of 
darkness that the whole palace Is 
lighted all night. He shows a man 
afraid of silence and In constant up- 
prehenslon of an attack, a man tortur¬ 
ed with suspicions and loving stories of 
blood and violence. A cruel man. a 
most unhappy man the writer shows 
th** Sultan, and one who certainly bears 
out Mr. Gladstone’s name for him, 
"The Great Assassin." 

The subject of the book feared It 
enough t*> appeal to the Governments 
of the countries where the book has ap¬ 
peared In Sweden the sule was pro¬ 
hibited and the houses of suspected 
purchasers raided for copies. The Sul¬ 
tan made a protest to France against 
th* sal*- of the book, hut the public 
press was too clamorous and the Gov¬ 
ernment could do nothing. The Sul¬ 
tan promptly condemned M Dorys to 
death, but the Greek will likely keep 
himself safe in a foreign country while 
the Sultan lives. 

Th** history of the Sultan Is not a 
pleasant on*- to read. It reads Ilk*? the 
description of the villain In a play or 
the old fairy tales of th«* horrible ogr^s 
He literally swept away obstacles with 
no qualmn and relentless cruelty. He 
Is now <ddor than hl3 years, rickety, 
emaciated and an actual monomaniac. 
He I* most suspicious of till in*»n. and 
above all of his relatives who may be 
possible heirs. HIf children are his 
slaves, creatures of Ills will and whims 
He dwells In th<* magnificent YIUloz. a 
very city In Itself, and amuses himself 
building and rebuilding stronger forti¬ 
fications and secret hiding places. He 
, ns in continual few of aasaasina*- 
tinn and “death from outside.”

Jefferson and 
Roosevelt are the only two who 
had a book to ttielr credit be¬ 
fore entering the presidency. Washing- 
ton’s diaries and the eorpespondrti?*.* 
and literary remains of the two Ad¬ 
ams, Jeffertaon and Madison are valu¬ 
able contributions to history, hut they 
do not constitute their waiters authors. 
Gen. Grant’s autobiography puts him in 
the list, although hi* book was post¬ 
humous. President Harrison as re¬ 
porter of the Supreme Court of Indiana 
complied several volumes of decisions, 
but strictly hie authorship wus limit***! 
to several magazine article* written 
after retiring from office The volume 
which haa Just been issued, and Is the 
subject of this review, consists of the* * 
articles, together with a series of lec¬ 
tures and various addresses upon cur¬ 
rent topic* They have been prepared 
for the press by Mrs. Harrison and are 
presented to the public without pre¬ 
face or note*. They comprise an in¬ 
teresting collection. 

• • • 

His Lectures on Constitutional His¬ 
tory. 

The chief feature of the work con¬ 
sists of six lectures on American con¬ 
stitutional history, delivered at Stan¬ 
ford University. California, In the 
spring of 1894. a year after he ceased 
to be President. In accepting an offer 
of the founder of the university to de¬ 
liver for pay a series of lectures he Il¬ 
lustrated hi* own Individuality of char¬ 
acter in resuming the active duties of 
a private citizen unspoiled by high 
office, and the true republican sim¬ 
plicity of our form of government in 
the popular recognition of such a course 
as an additional ground for respect. 
The lectures, which constitute fully 
one-third of the volume, give evidence 
of careful preparation, and. while they 
reflect In every part the political views 
of the author as to the theory of our 
form of government which will not flnl 
acquiescence, except with those of the 
same political school, they contain 
much that Is valuable touching the ori¬ 
gin and organization of our Federal 
Union not readily accessible to the 
casual student. In the discharge of his 
duty he assumed for the time th** roll 
of the college professor, lecturing to a 
class supposed to have but superficial 
knowledge of the subject and wen: to 
the bottom of it In a thorough manner. 
Pm throughout the scries lie takes 
pains to impress those whom he Is ad- 
dressimg that bis. province is not merely 
to marshal the facts of history, but 
also to draw hb» deductions from them 
Jn conformity with the political con¬ 
victions illustrated by hlo official rec¬ 
ord. 

• • • 

His Federalist Bias. 

Summed up in brief, the doctrine 
tatight in these lectures is that of the 
strictest Federalism. He denies that 
either the colonies or States possessed 
the elements of sovereignty, and Incl 
dentally that there existed no Inherent 
popular rights upon which such sever 
elgnty could be constructed. He as¬ 
sumes that the colonists only had such 
attributes of a fre * people as they de¬ 
rived from the mother country and the 
charters granted by the crown; that 
there having never been accorded the 
element of sovereignty, there wus no 
valid title to it from the start, and in- 
ferentlnlly mere time could not. cure 
the defect. It Is the old Idea that rights 
are derived by paicnt, that power must 
come from some recognized source 
downward, as opposed to the republican 
theory that liberty Is a right Inherent 
In tHe people, and all power comes 
from them upward. It Is the doctrine 
of Hamilton the theory of Federalism, 
as opposed to the principles of Jefferr- 
son, the true essence of republicanism.

Tt J* difficult for one who ha* read 
the history of hi» cojntr> by other lights 
to comprehend the mental process by 
which such deductions can be drawn by 
a well-balanced mind from the actual

In this new book Is all th** color of Jts 
predecessor.

HE Rubaiyat of Mlrza Memn 
is a handsome book, beau¬ 
tifully printed on tinted 
pages, with appropriate dec¬ 
orative designs, fairly well illustrated 
and in every respect a temptation to 
inspect with care. But the Inspection, 
If the writer be a fair sample of the 
lovers of Omar Khayyam, will result In 
a puzzled feeling. Absolutely no clew 
Is given to the new poeL He states 
frankly In his preface that many qua¬ 
trains are paraphrases of McCarthy's 
pros** translation of the old tentmaker's 
’•Rubaiyat.” But these are scattered 
here and there without seeming se¬ 
quence or purpose. And In their form 
they furnish no excuse for supplanting 
their better known guise as given by 
Fitzgerald. Other quatrains, however, 
give evidence of a poetic gift that 
causes r*-gret that the author’s talent 
should be wasted on such an utterly 
uncalled for effort as a new version of 
the philosophy of the grand old Per¬ 
sian "rounder.” It Is a pretty book 
and an interesting one, but despite Its 
merits we are compelled to sympa¬ 
thize with the man who wrote this.

'BooK^etler* or £1.50 j 
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Russia Is negotiating a new loan of 
about $125,000,000. and this probably ac¬ 
counts for the demand on London, 
since tt Is not known that there have 
been any financial or serious Industrial 
troubles In France. Exchange on Lon¬ 
don began to advance and then had a 
sudden decline this week. due. It Is sup¬ 
posed, to the payment of ivme large 
loans made by American corporations. 
The effect of these payments must have 
passed it way, for exchange began ris¬ 
ing again three days ago. It has been 
argued that the break in copper shares 
has caused serious losses In Paris, It 
being n very large hotder of Rio Tlntos 
and to a considerable extent of Anacon¬ 
da, but this Is hardly probable. 

The strain in Paris has Interposed It¬ 
self between London and New York, 
preventing gold Imports into this coun¬ 
try. Money continues so cheap here 
that the gold Is easily diverted to Paris, 
and we shall not suffer. 
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“Business.” 

Friday Evening. Oct. 18.—Under the In¬ 
fluence of the settlement of the Northern 
Pacific-Union Pacific quarrel, as shown In 
the sales of Northern Pacific preferred 
Stock held by the Kuhn-Loeb party, tho 
market developed more strength to-day. i 
Northern Pacific rose to lOS*. but reacted 
a fraction at the close. The market also 
lost a good part of the advance and closed 
dull but steady, but Minneapolis and 8t. 
Louis had a big rise. Money was easy at 
8£i3Vi per cent, on call, last loan at 3, 
though banks are supposed to have lost 
cash. Sterling exchange was firm. Gov¬ 
ernment bonds were firm, and railroad 
bonds steady. 

The wheat market was active and 
higher, and closed near the top, at a 
gain of Sc. Corn and oats were kept 
steady by wheaL Provisions opened weak, 
but regained most of the loss. Cotton was 
easier. 

Cattle In Chicago were steady at yes¬ 
terday’s decline. Hogs wero slow and 
Mi 19c lower, closing dull. Sheep were dull 
and lower. 


The Isthmian Canal. 

News with reference to an Inchoate 
treaty must always be received with 
reserve. Such matters are a close se¬ 
cret. or ought to be. While some facts 
respecting them are pretty apt to l ak 
out. there Is always room for doubt 
as to details. There Appears, however, 
to be good reason to believe that Great 
Britain has agreed to a treaty super¬ 
seding the Clayton-Bulwer convention, 
wrfich Is expected to meet the approba¬ 
tion of the Senate of the United States, 
and so remove one of the obstacles to 
the passage of an Isthmian canal bill. 
It is hazardous to assert positively 
what the United States Senate will do 
In the case of a treaty when a iwo- 
thlrds vote Is required, but as the prob¬ 
lem now Is to make a treaty w-hl:h the 
Senate will approve, and as the views 
of Senators on the subject are pretty 
well known, there Is some ground to 
expect that the treaty will go through. 

The question of the route Is import¬ 
ant, but it Is still a detail. It In appar¬ 
ent that there Is to be an effort to sub¬ 
stitute the Panama for the Nicaragua 
route. It is not yet apparent whether 
the obstacles In the way of the P tn-im.i 
route can be removed, but It is clear 
that efforts are making to do The 
project of a canal has interested and 
powerful enemies, and care Is necessary 
that they be not allowed to play one 
route against the other for the purpose 
of defeating both. 


Positions of European Banks. 

The weekly statement of the German 
Imperial Bank shows a remarkable 
and unexpected Improvement. There 
was an Increase of over $7,000,000 In the 
cash in hand and $300,000 in Treasury 
notes, while there was a decrease of a 
little over $20,000,000 in the note circu¬ 
lation and of nearly $10,000,000 In the 
•'other securities" Item. The report 
shows that the Imperial Bank has been 
able to reduce its loans and withdraw 
a part of Its large note Issue from cir¬ 
culation. The meaning of this would 
Seem to be that there is at least hope 
that the crisis has been passed In the 
German industrial depression, and that 
Hereafter there will be a period of bet¬ 
ter times. The fact that the railroads 
will soon let large contracts for extra 
supplies, chiefly of rails, ought to bring 
about a better state of things In the 
iron trade and In other industries also 
in sympathy. If so. It would be the first 
/ break in a dark cloud that has long 
bung over Europe. 

The Bank of England has apparent¬ 
ly put Itself In order to meet the de¬ 
mand for gold from Berlin and the 
withdrawal of French loans, Its reserve 
advancing 1.7 per cent, this week. Con¬ 
siderable sums of gold have been sent 
to Germany, and there is evidently an 
expectation that large sums of gold wlU 
be called for by the United States, since 
the great bank has sharply advanced 
the price of eagles. This depends, how*- 
ever. upon the extent of the wheat and 
cotton shipments. Wheat exports have 
fallen off from the high point in Au¬ 
gust. but are doing a little better this 
week. while then* is a remarkable gain 
In the foreign sales of cotton. This Is 
the season of the year when ordinarily 
there should be a very heavy movement 
of cotton, and it should be all the great¬ 
er this year because foreign spinners 
held back from buying during Sep¬ 
tember. 

The Bank of Franc?, unlike those of 
England and Germany, increased Its 
bills discounted about $18,000,000 and its 
notes In circulation about $5,000,000. 
while it lost $1,100,000 in gold and about 
the same amount In silver. The Bank 
of France is fortunately In a very 
strong position, and some months ago 
It was complaining of the large amount 
of Idle gold on hand, this being dwelt 
upon in the annual report of the head 
of the bank. Business has not had the 
boom In France that was temporarily 
enjoyed by Germany and Great Brit¬ 
ain, but there has been a tremendous 
accumulation of surplus capital, it was 
withdrawn from Germany and Russia 
when things began to look dangerous 
In those countries, and this, perhaps, 
contributed to hasteu the Industrial 
collapse of Germany. Since then Paris 
has been a large lender lo London, but 


Identification Bureau. 

Congress will be asked at Its coming 
session to create a Federal bureau for 
the identification of criminals. A bill 
for that purpose hits been prepared and 
has secured the approval of the Police 
Chiefs. It Is also said to have the ap¬ 
proval of the Attorney General. 

The proposed bill provides for the es¬ 
tablishment at Washington City, In con¬ 
nection with the Department of Justice, 
of a division to be known as the National 
Bureau of Criminal Identification, where 
shall be collected and filed for record 
and report plates, photographs, outlines, 
pictures, descriptions and measurements 
of all persons who have been or may be 
convicted and imprisoned for violating 
any of the military, naval or criminal 
laws of the United States, Including the 
Jaws in force in Territories or posses¬ 
sions which are punishable by the 
United States courts. Of course, this 
Wpul<$ be serviceable in executing the 
laws of the United States, and there is 
as much reason why the Federifl Gov¬ 
ernment should provide means of identi¬ 
fying criminals as that the States 
should do so. The usefulness of such 
bureaus of Identification depend in a 
great degree upon the interchange of 
information so obtained. As profession¬ 
al criminals appear both in the State 
and the United States courts, according 
to the nature of the crimes, or the place 
where they are committed. It Is desir¬ 
able that the State and Federal Gov¬ 
ernments should co-operate In furnish¬ 
ing evidence that will contribute to the 
identification and conviction of such 
persons. 

For the reason here Indicated It is 
not proposed to limit the Federal Bu¬ 
reau to descriptions of criminals that 
are convicted in Federal courts. It Is 
also provided In the bill that photo¬ 
graphs and descriptions of persons con¬ 
victed in State or Territorial courts be 
collected and filed, provided the State 
authorities furnish them. Provision Is 
made to insure that these descriptions 
are furnished by duly authorized of¬ 
ficials. 

The professional criminal Is a very 
elusive Individual. He travels to every 
part of the country and in foreign 
lands. He has names innumerable and 
many cunning disguises. When he la 
released from prison he resumes his 
business,eomet.mes near the place of h:» 
incarceration, but often at a d.stance. 
When circumstances permit he Is In¬ 
clined to seek new fields, where the 
guardians of the law are not acquainted 
with his features or conversant with 
his past. Hence the Importance of plac¬ 
ing in the reach of th? authorities means 
of Identifying him wherever he may 
appear. 

U has long been the practice to send 
out descriptions of men who are wanted 
to answer for criminal acts. These de¬ 
scriptions must often be made from 
memory and are delightfully vague and 
general. When such a description Is 
sent out. especially when a reward Is 
offered, numerous arrests are likely to 
follow, with the result that the persons 
arrested CAnnot be held. Where photo¬ 
graphs are available they are a great 
aid to identification, but they also fre¬ 
quently fall. By shaving, by growing a 
beard, by donning spectacles, or leaving 
them off. according to the circum¬ 
stances of the case, and by many other 
devices, the cunning criminal make* 
himself so unlike the photographs which 
he knows to be In existence that his 
Identification by them is difficult, if not 
Imposslbte. 

Facts of this nature, known to all 
arresting officers, led to devising more 
complete and trustworthy means of 


Identifying criminals. The Bertlllon 
system of measurements, supplemented 
by elaborate Indexes and cross-indexes, 
has made It possible to identify every 
criminal whose description and meas¬ 
urements are available. Where some of 
the measurements fail, owing t > charges 
wrought by time or artificial means, 
others are found which serve the pur¬ 
pose. The chief difficulty is In getting 
access to the proper measurements; 
hence the need of increasing the sources 
from which they may be supplied. 

The establishment of a bureau of 
identification of Federal convicts Is quite 
within the sphere of Congressional leg¬ 
islation. Such bureaus are necessarily 
co-operative, and have it in their power 
to aid one another. It would be a great 
convenience to have a central bureau 
with Information collected from the 
Federal authorities In all the States, 
Territories and dependencies, as well as 
from the State and local authorities so 
far as they are willing to oo-operAte. 
The expense would be by no means con¬ 
siderable. and the cost would be amply 
justified by the results under judicious 
management . Crime is exceedingly ex¬ 
pensive to the public, and whatever 
facilitates its detection and punishment 
is a good Investment. 

The proposition to get photographs 
and measurements of every person con¬ 
victed and Imprisoned in Federal courts 
appears to be rather too sweeping. Some 
regard should be had to the nature of 
the offense. This, however, is a matter 
of detail, which can easily be regulated 
by amendment. The generaJ Idea Is an 
excellent one, and a judicious bill for the 
purpose mentioned ought to receive 
favorable consideration. 

The Antique Trust 

"The principal Italian antiquity 
dealers have formed a trust," «ays the 
London Daily Mail, "in order to raise 
prices and to exploit the growing needs 
of American buyers." 

Is there no escape for American buy¬ 
ers? Are they to be at the mercy of 
the trusts at home and abroad? Are 
they to pay trust prices not only for 
the luxuries but for the necessaries of 
life? 

So far they have worried along with¬ 
out n revolution. They have been com¬ 
pelled to go to the trusts for their food 
and drink, for their fuel and raiment, 
for their shelter and tools. While they 
have not been content to do this they 
have been resigned, for they were per¬ 
mitted to buy their antiques where 
they chose. But If this Information of 
the London Mall la reliable; if the Lat¬ 
ins have organized a trust to do with 
our very vitals; if the descendants of 
Romulus and Remus who have pros¬ 
pered in the manufacture of macaro¬ 
ni and antiques are to put "the grow¬ 
ing needs of American buyers"* in the 
hands of a trust, then It is time to do 
something more than pas* resolutions 
and run for office on ami-trust plat¬ 
forms. • 

At first there might be an impulse 
among us to start factories of our own 
and manafacture all the Italian an¬ 
tiques we need. There Is no question 
that we could do this, nor that, with a 
little time to get our hand In, we could 
do It as well as the Italians do. In the 
manufacturing business wo acknowl¬ 
edge no superior. But how would such 
a course profit us? How long would It 
be before our Italian antique Industry 
were In the control of ar> American 
trust? It Is true that as between an 
Italian trust and an American trust we 
might prefer "our own damned ras¬ 
cals." But that would Inure only to 
the profit of American rascals, not of 
American buyers. It would In no sense 
be a solution of the trust question as 
brought home to us by the noble Rom¬ 
ans. 

The trust problem grows knottier and 
knottier. What are we going to do 
about It? *

Inimical to the Interest of the Grand 
Lodge or the Home become diverted 
from the purposes of original construc¬ 
tion. the stock should immediately re¬ 
vert to the Grand Lodge. Wishing 

to preserve its meeting place and 
Grand Secretary’s office, it also forbade 
the sale of the stock without the con¬ 
sent of the Grand Lodge. All of 

these things w* re put in the certificate 
of stock, but the Home trustees were 
given the right to vote the stock and 
also the right to collect the dividends 
for the benefit uf the Home. 

"The Home sold the stock without the 
consent of the Grand Lodge. The Grand 
Master In referring to the subject re¬ 
marked substantially that tt was not 
necessary to look too critically into the 
action. Then the Grand Lodge resolved 
to build a new temple itself, having 
been deprived of the place it had occu¬ 
pied for nearly half a century.

Promised a Home. 


"The Grand Lodge was induced to 
move to Louisville from Lexington on 
the assurance that It should meet In the 
Masonic Temple thereafter without 
cost. The committee laid no claims to 
this fund secured from thq sale, as It 
wished the home to derive the benefits 
from it, but the State organization 
said to the committee of the board that 
the $90,000 of the amount we wished *.o 
borrow* belonged to the Grand Lodge, 
and we proposed to pay you the regu¬ 
lar rate of Interest on our own money 
with the additional sum that wc deem 
necessary for the construction of a 
new* house. 

• When the board refused to lend the 
$ 200,000 wanted to put in the building 
and secured by mortgage thereon, with 
the name of the Grand Lodge signed to 
th‘» bonds; w*hen It refused to lend the 
$150,000 It had previously promised, 
stipulating that $50,000 of second mort¬ 
gage bonds should bf sold at par and 
pledged before It w’ould furnish the 
$150,000. the Grand Lodge esteemed It 
as the last .straw, Jn view of what it 
had done and was yet willing to do 
for the home. and. therefore, In self- 
defense, requested the return of the for¬ 
feited trust funds, plainly indicating 
and even pledging the $20,000 annually 
given to the home for payment of the 
money it might borrow, in case the di¬ 
rectors refused to return the trust 
fund.

Not Allowed. 


REED FOUGHT AGAINST IT. 


CITY ATTORNEY STONE SAID IT 
MUST BE PAID. 


WATER COMPANY PROBING. 


Lower Board of General Council Ap¬ 
propriates $10,000 With Which 
To Carry On Work. 


THAT TELEPHONE MATTER. 


Gottleib Layer will have to sue the 
city If he expects to collect the money 
due him for furnishing fresh meat to 
city Institutions. The rejection of his 
claim caused a lively debate In the 
Board of Aldermen last night, but Mr. 
P. Booker Reed, who led the opposition 
to the claim, finally won out. The Fi¬ 
nance Committee had a meeting yester¬ 
day afternoon at which the Layer claim 
was brought up. Mr. Layer, his at¬ 
torney and City Attorney Stone ap¬ 
peared before the committee and argued 
the claim. Mr. Layer agreed to waive 
all claim for interest on the bill and 
cause all suits to be dismissed at his 
cost. Under these conditions and on 
the advice of CoJ. Stone the committee 
recommended the payment of the bill, 
and at the session of the Aldermen last 
night Mr. Colston offered a resolution 
Instructing the Controller to draw a 
warrant for $9,8*7.32 In full payment of 
the claim. Mr. Reed called Mr. Ballard 
to the chair and on the floor made a 
vigorous fight against the resolution. 
He claimed not to have any personal 
feeling against Mr. Layer, but he said 
the bill should not be paid until the 
courts said so. He was willing to pay 
ail Interest and any damage that Mr. 
Layer might get In order to have the 
question settled whether a city officer 
could furn!sh the city supplies. 

Mr. Colston answered Mr. Reed, say¬ 
ing that Mr. Layer was clearly entitled 
to his money, and he believed that he 
acted within the law In furnishing the 
meat. He said the law was not clear 
on the subject, but he thought Mr. Lay¬ 
er could contract with the city, but not 
with the Park Commissioners. 

Col. Stone expressed hi* opinion on 
the question and read the law. He said 
It was not clear to him, but he thought 
the claim was a Just one and should be 
paid, Inasmuch as any court would al¬ 
low it If suit was ever brought. Two or 
three other members had something to 
•ay. but when the vote was taken Mr. 
SUed declared the resolution rejected. 

The Aldermen sustained the Mayor’s 
veto to the resolution contracting with 
the Home Telephone Company for tele¬ 
phones. The Aldermen's action leaves 
the telephone matter in a rather pe¬ 
culiar situation. When the original 
resolution was adopted and sent to the 
f*>i h»s signature, he i< turned It 
with his veto. Mr. Ballard failed to re¬ 
port It and the telephone people went 
before the lower bourd again with the 
same resolution, with the exception of 
one paragraph, which was eliminated, 
and had It Introduced as new busi¬ 
ness and adopted. The upper board also 
adopted It and It was sent to the Mayor 
for his signature. Last night Mr. Bal¬ 
lard brought up the original resolution 
and the Mayor's veto was sustained. 
One of the principal reasons given by 
the Mayor for refusing to sign the orig¬ 
inal was that It barred competition, but 
when the new resolution was Introduc¬ 
ed this paragraph was left out, and it 
was adopted by both boards and was 
In the hands of the Mayor before It was 
discovered. Now It Is said that the 
Mayor will sign the resolution. 

Both the boards adopted resolutions 
taking Health Officer Allen to task for 
alleged dabbling In politics, and tc- 
questlng him to refrain from Instruct¬ 
ing firemen In politics. 

After some opposition from Messrs. 
Meriwether and Brandeis, the lower 
board adopted the resolution appropri¬ 
ating $10,000 for an Investigation of the 
Water Company's books. 

BOARD OF ALDERMEN 


for Investigating the affairs of the Wa¬ 
ter Company was adopted, though 
Messrs. Brandeis. Meriwether and Ram¬ 
sey declared the amount was too large. 
A resolution was adopted asking the 
Board of Public Safety to Investigate 
the rumors that firemen were being 
made to pay a levy for political pur¬ 
poses, and If found to be true to Insti¬ 
tute prosecution against those making 
the lev \ 

Two bills of the Dixon Garbage and 
Incinerator Company amounting to 
$296, for running the plant at Ormsby 
avenue and Hancock street last March, 
were brought up. They were immedi¬ 
ately rejected. An effort was made to 
bring them up again after the City 
Attorney said they would have to be 
paid eventually, but the effort failed. 
A communication was received from 
the Board of Public Works asking that 
the claim of the Dixon company for 
121,960 for erecting the garbage Incin¬ 
erator be allowed with the understand¬ 
ing that the contract for the other be 
canceled. The communication was re¬ 
ceived and filed. 

President Stern Introduced a resolu¬ 
tion requesting the Board of Public 
Works to furnish the names of men 
employed by the city who served as of¬ 
ficers of registration and received their 
pay from the city. 

An adjourning resolution until next 
Tuesday night was adopted. An effort 
was made to postpone the meeting f«»r 
another week, but it was stated that 
Col. Stone wanted to get his new as¬ 
sistants Installed In office before a new 
Council came In and the meeting was 
ordered for next Tuesday. 

Mr. Watson offered a resolution ask¬ 
ing the City Health Officer to refrain 
from teaching firemen politics. It was 
adopted, but not until after Mr. Meri¬ 
wether had expressed his mind pretty 
freely about It. He said such resolu¬ 
tions were not worth the printing. An 
ordinance* was passed restoring the 
salaries of the two assistants of the 
Clerk of the Police Court and one In 
the Citv Buyer's office to $1,200 a year. 
This was the original salary, but was 
cut to $1,000 by the Council some 
months ago.

The Board of Aldermen was called to 
order at 8 o'clock last night with Presi¬ 
dent Reed in the chair.

Gen. John B. Castleman, President of 
the Louisville Horse Show' Association, 
has been notified by Mr. John B. Kitch 
eqF Managing Director of the Chicago 
Horse Show Association, that certain 
rule* for galted saddle horse*, clashes 
Nos. 69. 70 and 72. have been changed 
and It will not be necessary for horses 
entered in the classes named to be reg¬ 
istered in the American Saddle Horse 
Register. No reason wa* assigned for 
the change. Gen. Caatleman say* the 
action of the Chicago association In¬ 
volves an Injustice to the American sad¬ 
dle horse which is bound to meet with 
tho resentment of breeders of that 
horse, and he thinks breeders should 
avoid exhibiting where their horses are 
discredited. 

Gen. Castleman nnsw’ertd: "Th» re are 
in the United States three distinct 
American horses—the runner, trotter 
and American saddle horse. In reaped 
to ail of these you required registration. 
If you had eliminated the requirement 
for all three it would not have been in¬ 
vidious. but to single out the American, 
saddle horse is a slap in the face of a 
great body of men who, for forty years, 
have protected this horse and who, for 
ten years, have exacted registration In 
order that a distinctive type might be 
adhered to and developed. Your ruling 
encourages an inferior, not a superior 
exhibition of horses. Nearly all of the 
fine saddle horses, whether galted or 
un gal ted. successful in competition In 
this country are American-bred saddle 
horses.

Alf Davis, clerk of the Board of Al¬ 
dermen, is possessed with an Idea that 
he has few equals as a political fore¬ 
caster.

Kentucky Trolling Horse 
Breeders' Association saw the 
appearance In public for the first time 
this year of a very sensational two-year- 
old and a mile by her which take* the 
record for fillies In the Lexington Stakes. 
The brown daughter of Ponce de Leon 
was a much-touted good thing for the 
stake, and when nothing but Hattie Smith 
qualified against her no pools could be 
snld on the race. Her first time around 
was nothing more than a slow warming- 
up. In the second she was driven for a 
record and for both end* of the stake. 
Hattie Smith wn never in the race from 
tho time the word was given. 

Prelatres* was going very fast, coming 
from behind on the score, and Immedi¬ 
ately began to draw away. There was a 
laugh from the unsympathetic crowd as 
Hattie Smith fell bock. The quarter had 
been turned In 33 seconds, a 2:12 clip. 
The pace was IncreuseU going to the half, 
and Rea was driving hard. W'hen 1:05% 
went up in the timing stand a* the half 
was passed there were many "abs" in. tho 
stand. The brown filly began to lire now, 
ami the next quarter was trotted In 34»* 
second*. Through tb* stretch she sp*d, 
with Rea laying the whip on her ahoul- 
ders. but she was very tired at the end. 
The mile in 2:15% provoked cheers. 

The unfinished 2:18 trot proved a sur¬ 
prise, for an unknown quantity came on 
and won. The Judges removed Squires 
when the race wus called and put Ed 
Geers up behind Cot Cochran. The re¬ 
sult was certainly beneficial to the racing 
of the son of Shadeland, for he fin.shed 
so close to Una Belle that the crowd 
thought he had won the fourth heat, 
which w’aa the first to be trotted to-day. 
The next three heats %r/tn to Col. Coch¬ 
ran. and the talent /eceived a decided 
throw-down on the result. Another change 
was made in the same race, for Gahagan 
wa„ taken from th- sulky and Benyon 
put up to drive GaJbetor, but the new 
driver could make nothing more out of 
the erstwhile favorite. 

The 2:lo trot found Chain 8hot a de¬ 
cided favorite over his field, and he hud 
no trouble in winning, although the first 
heat promised a great struggle Toggles 
was leading at the head of the aLretch 
and looked the winner ut that po.ru. but 
Chain Shot tame on with a rare burst 
of speed and took Toggles off hU feet 
at tho eighth pole. The next tw’o heats 
were easy for Chain Shot, with Janice 
the contender as the first mile had taken 
the Iff** out of Toggle*. HI* driver (Clark) 
was much overweight, and on that ac¬ 
count asked that McDowell be substituted 
for him In the third heat. 

The 2:22 class proved u split-heat affair. 
Henrietta was the favorite In the over¬ 
night pooling, but the play on Red Prin¬ 
cess was so strong before the flr*t heat 
to-day that she was made the favorite, 
with the black mare second choice. David 
Hamm was a hot tip. which some of the 
talent played. The first heat developed a 
hot finish between thA favorite and Dav’d 
Hnrum, and ft apparently took her Ilf* to 
win by a length, in the next two heats 
there was nothing to it but David Hamm 
and It looked like the good thing would 
go through, but Red Princes* loomed up 
at the head of tho atretch and there was 
a drive that brought the crowd to its 
feet cheering wildly.

He will return her© Monday or 
Tuesday to remain until after th* meet¬ 
ing, If not longer. 

“Th** announcement that wo were to 
have a running meeting here this fall hu* 
been received with pleasure by horsemen 
In the South and West," said Mr. Par¬ 
mer lust night. "1 hav« talked to u num¬ 
ber of horsemen at Nashville und else¬ 
where. and have received at least hnlf 
a hundred telegrams since 1 was last 
here, upd every horseman heard from 
wants stable room for his animals. 

"I expect so many honses at «»ur meet¬ 
ing that I went out to th«* Thompson 
track this ufternoon with Lutn Simona 
and rented nil the available alalia there, 
about lfc). These will be In addition to the 
300 already at Mr. Dougina* track, the 150 
he l» building and the loO which 1 will 
build beginning next Monday. But from 
what l can hear our stable room will bo 
taxed at that, tor ther» will l>© between 
$00 and 1,000 horses here when the meet¬ 
ing opens. Horsemen from Newport and 
near Cincinnati have already contracted 
with me for over 10) stall*. 

"Everything 1* in ship shape, and whll© 
1 am not at liberty Just ut present to an- 
nounco the officials of either tho club 
or tbo meeting, 1 will state that Dan Mur¬ 
ray* the well-known form sheet man, who 
Is well known here In l^oulxvllle, as he 
1 * hero during tho meeting every spring, 
will act a» assistant secretary. He hu* 
been with mu on the Cauudiuu circuit and 


Is itn exceptionally able man. Murrey 
and l will do ail the hard work. The oth¬ 
er officials of the club and those who 
will officiate at tho meeting will be decid¬ 
ed on us soon as 1 return to the city next 
Monduy or Tuesday. 

'Regarding the prices of ndmlssion to 
th> races 1 can only say that this matter 
ha* not twen finally decided, though I am 
of th© opinion that w© will charge fifty 
cent* per person during the fall meetings 
and $1 for udmtssUm to the spring meet¬ 
ing*.

BOYS HANG COMPANION. 


Trro new case* of diphtheria were re¬ 
ported In New Albany last evening, 
making sixteen !n all, but neither of 
these was of a nature to create any 
alarm, am both developed In families 
where ihe malady already existed and 
consequently there la no real spread 
of th • disease. One Is that of Mrs. 
Adtfpb Laden, who lives on Cherry 
street, and whose child died a few days 
ago. and the other Is the little daugh¬ 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. Kobbe, Clark 
street, who have already two cases In 
the family, the last having been con¬ 
tracted from them. All the cases are 
being watched carefully by Dr. Weath¬ 
ers, secretary of the Board of Health, 
his associates, and ail the other phy¬ 
sicians of the city. 

Tin* sufferers are nearly all either 
convalescent or rapidly Improving and 
the phyr.lcU.ns hops to have the mal¬ 
ady cleared out entirely within a few 
days. Dr. Weathers made a thorough 
Investigation of the city yesterday and 
was gratified to find that the children 
were being kept ofT the streets, in com¬ 
pliance with the order of the Board of 
Health, showing that the utmost dili¬ 
gence In being used to assist In the ef¬ 
forts to eradicate tlie disease. Children 
under the age of fourteen years are 
not allowed under any circumstances 
to he on the streets, even If they should 
be accompanied by their parents and 
guardian, and they will be arrested if 
found off their own premises. 

One death was reported yesterday- 
morning. Bertram, the eight-year-old 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Louis Wolfe, who 
diei of the disease at the home of his 
parents on the Vincennes road, a short 
distance north of the city. This mak-n 
the seventh death that has occurred 
since the malady originated six weeks 
ago. A case of this disease Is reported 
on the River road, five titles west of 
the city.

It 
was then that the butler recalled the 
kindness and service of Joseph and men¬ 
tioned him with special commendation 
to the King. Joseph was called into the 
presence of Pharaoh, and the dream was 
explained. The lean cattle seen In the 
vision represented a famine, and the fat 
cattle a time of plenty, and It was ad¬ 
vised that during the good years officers 
should be engaged to gather up the sur¬ 
plus grain In storehouses to be preserved 
for the days of want. The members of 
the court were entirely satisfied with 
this explanation. 

RECOGNITION. (Verses 3S and 39>— 
It is not difficult to find men for the 
humbler stations of life, where little 
ability is required. Indeed, many strive 
for positions that may be easily filled. 
Hut when some delicate task is to be 
undertaken, demanding more talent, the 
selection of the person must be made 
with great care. 


hence lit* unquestioned right to grant 
to whom he pleased the reins of govern¬ 
ment.

MARRIAGE. (Verse 45.)—This won¬ 
derful elevation of Joseph really meant 
his entrance into the royal household, a 
remarkable occurrence, when It Is re¬ 
membered that the Egyptian foreign 
policy was marked by a hatred of the 
yellow and white races, as Herodotus 
shows.

Joseph also received an Egyptian wife, 
given to him by Pharaoh, the daughter 
of Potlpherah, priest of On. The priest 
rank was esteemed tho highest, as it 
was the ca«t«? to which the King lilrn- 
s*df belonged. The Introduction of 
Joseph Into those relations wa* doubly 
proper. By his natural gift and his 
work as an interpreter of dreams, ua 
expressed In his new name, he was 
supposed to have intercourse with the 
supernatural, and by h!» new office he 
was to be related to the highest dig¬ 
nitaries.

The text 
shows that Pharaoh reached this con¬ 
clusion after consulting with h!s ad¬ 
visers. ami that afterward lie made 
known the decision to Joseph. The basis 
was the young man 

dOm, Which exceeded that of other in n. 
and his superiority In this regard was 
plainly referred to one circumstance— 
**the spirit of God was In him.” (Numb, 
mil., 18.) A heathen monarch thus 
recognized what Is the burden of all 
Scripture—that the Divine In dwelling 
make* man truly great, (Job xxxii., 8.) 

PROMOTION. (Verses 40 and 41. i— 
There is one advantage In an absolute 
monarchy—measures may he quickly ex¬ 
ecuted. It was not necessary* for Joseph 
to enter into a heated canvass as against 
some other candidate, resorting to vari¬ 
ous expedients to secure an election. As 
soon as the King’s council determined 
his qualifications he was appointed. 
Probably an hour did not pass between 
the Interpretation of the dream and the 
words that gave him position. Pharaoh 
spoke directly to him In terms that could 
not be misunderstood. He was set over 
all the land of Egypt, a kind of viceger¬ 
ent. (Dan. vi., 3.) He was also made 
the ruler of the King s house (Psalm 
cv., 21). and according to his word should 
the people be governed. There was to 
be no power above that of Joseph ex¬ 
cept the power of Pharaoh. The throne 
itself was not to be vacated, but the 
Hebrew was promoted to a place next 
to the throne. In a single day he went 
from the prison cell to the highest posi¬ 
tion In the gift of the sovereign. 

HONOR (Verses 42 and 43.)—Every 
place of responsibility has its appurte¬ 
nances, the proofs of the dignity und 
the Instruments of usefulness of the oc¬ 
cupant. These may not be denied with¬ 
out wronging him who holds the place. 
And so Joseph was duly invested with 
that which belonged to his exalted sta¬ 
tion. On his hand was placed the royal 
ring, used In seating public documents. 
(Esther Ml., 12.) He was arrayed In 
vestures of line linen, the apparel of offi¬ 
cers of high rank, and a gold chain, ex¬ 
pressive of wealth, was hung about his 
neck (Dan. v„ 29). as an adornment 
and distinction. The second chariot, the 
first being reserved for Pharaoh, was 
offered for his use. Indeed,* all this was 
done at once. And as he went forth In 
this state from the palace couriers pre¬ 
ceded him and cried "Bow the knee.” 
and the populace humbled themselves 
as he passed. So was the young man 
honored, then but thirty years of age. 
all because God wa* with him to give 
him a sound mind. 

AUTHORITY. (Verse 44.>— In the for¬ 
tieth and forty-flrwt verses the exalted 
position of Joseph is Indicated, as ruler 
over all the land and people of Egypt. 
Bv Implication that carried with it 
whatever authority was needed. Yet a 
more formal and direct statement was 
deemed to be appropriate, and here It 
Ip He l* Invested with the most abso¬ 
lute control over the entire population, 
eo that no man should lift a hand or 
foot In all the land without him. He 
Is thu* made the rnaet^r of every soul. 
His law is snipreme. His word is final 
and universal, from which there should 
be no appeal. The conveyance of this 


Pharaoh he we rift to execute those meas¬ 
ures which in his Judgment were neces¬ 
sary to the public welfare, knowing 
that after seven years the famine would 
come. He would naturally give in¬ 
structions on all Industrial, agricultural, 
domestic, financial and public matters, 
warning every one to make ready for 
the coming of distress, and whatever he 
said the people would obey. His pres¬ 
ence would be an inspiration to nil, and 
hlu words would be held us the embodi¬ 
ment of wisdom. And during all those 
years the earth yielded rich harvests. 
This was due in part to the Improved 
methods by which the field* were culti¬ 
vated. to the care exerciped by the 
worker*, to the frugality and industry 
on every hand, but more probably to 
the hlepsing of God. There can be no 
question that the Almighty sends at 
times His favor to reward the toll of 
men. so that the product la greater than 
otherwise it would be. (Dout. xxvlll., 4.) 
At least such is His promise. 

STORAGE.—(Veraes 4s and 49.)—The 
yield of grain exceeded the need of the 
people, and the surplus was laid up for 
the coming years. Joseph caused 
storehouses to be erected In all the 
cities for this purpose, and of course 
overseers were appointed to care for 
them. Here the fifth part of the har¬ 
vest was laid up. gathered from th»» 
region round about Vast quantities, 
like the sand of the sea. were stored, so 
great that toward the end no account 
was kept of It. Never before or since 
has there l>een such treasure of pro¬ 
vision by the Government of any peo¬ 
ple. The seven years during which 
this was done, like the years occupied 
by Noah In preparing for the flood 
<Gen. vi., 22). were eloquent of the 
faith of the Hebrew who superintend¬ 
ed. It was a growing object lesson In 
political economy. In provident Indus¬ 
try and In practical religion (Pmv. xl., 
f»). For the first time In all her his¬ 
tory. perhaps for the last time, the 
great nation of Northern Africa, the 
home of civilization. Is preparing 
throughout her entire borders to meet 
♦he future as disclosed by a prophet of 
God. 

CONCLUSION.—This fragment of 
ancient history contains Important In¬ 
struction on several points: 1. Ood 
cares for His children He may* for 
rr-asons known only to himself suffer 
them for a time to come under sure 
trial, but He never forgets them, and 
In Mis own way li<* brings them forth 
Into places of usefulness. 2. Genuine 
worth will generally lie recognized. Tie 
who has ability will be sought and 
found and employed and trusted. He 
who gets ready for a work will doubt¬ 
less be called to that work. 1 The 
good man In every’ place should # be a 
public servant and benefactor. He may 
Indeed receive honors and emoluments. 
These will bo gladly bestowed accord¬ 
ing to hU station and merit. But more 
Important is it that he should fill his 
place. To net one’s part Is the highest 
honor. 4 In the times of prosperity 
all should prepare for adversity. The 
years of plenty should be the time of 
Ingathering and storing that there may 
be no lark In the times of famine Fore¬ 
sight and economy added to Industry 
will sunnlv abundance for the days 
that lack and efve rest to the toller.

Richard Woodson, of Clinton county, 
appeared for the third time In the Fed¬ 
eral Court yesterday morning to stand 
hi® third trial In three terms for re¬ 
tailing whisky without the sanction of 
the Government.

, ton county, and though the spirit moved 
him, it was the spirit contained in a 
quart bottle of moonshine, which he 
emptied at five cents a swig, thereby 
adding to his worldly possessions and 
i encouraging worldliness on the part of 
those peeking higher things. 

Woodson admitted on the stand that 
he had been twice before presented in 
court during Attorney Hill's term, but 
held out stoutly that he had. on both 
occasions, escaped conviction. But the 
explanation proved a poor defense, as 
it was shown that Woodson had escap¬ 
ed sentence by pleading guilty. The 
first time Woodson promised to reform 
and w’as allowed to go home. Again 
he came up for trial, pleaded guilty, 
and again was allowed to go home. The 
second time the officer* furnished the 
money with which to make the trip. 
Woodson repaid this by selling the 
clothes furnished him by the Govern¬ 
ment and using the proceeds to secure 
more whisky. 

This time Woodson’s visit home will 
be delayed six months, which he will 
spend in the Louisville Jail. He was 
also fined $500. 


The jury In the case of Reverdy Ar¬ 
nold, of Monroe county, charged with 
retailing liquor without a license, 
brought In a verdict of guilty. He was 
given thirty days in jail and a fine of 
$ 100 . 


J. H. Smith, of Monroe county, charg¬ 
ed with breaking into a bonded ware¬ 
house, was declared not guilty. Smith 
claimed that the prosecution had been 
Instituted by his enemies. 

Ed. Lodgen, the notorious old moon¬

FORMER GOV. 


PILSBURY DEAD. 


One of the Best-Kncwn Men In Min¬ 
nesota Dies After a Brief 
Illness, 


Minneapolis, Minn., Oct. 18.—John 8. 
Pillsbury, former Governor of Minne¬ 
sota. and one of the State’s foremost 
citizens. ch<?d early t* -day of Bright's 
disease. Hls Illness was comparatively 
brief, owing tn hi* advanced age. He 
was over aeventy-three years old. 

He w’as a member of tht* famous fam¬ 
ily of flour millers and In spite of nu¬ 
merous benefactions leave* a large for¬ 
tune. He served three terms as Gover¬ 
nor, from 1876 to 1882. He was always 
the friend and benefactor of the Uni¬ 
versity of Minnesota, to which he gave 
Its $150,000 Science Hall and on uho?e 
campus its alumni erected to him a fine 
bronze statue. He has long been a 
member of the Board of Regents, having 
been named a life member. He also 
presented to hls native town of Sutton, 
N. H., a town hall In memory of hls pa¬ 
rents. With his wife he established an 
endowment fund of $100,000 for a home 
In this city for children and aged wom¬ 
en. Laat year he built here a home for 
working girls at a cost of $25,000, and 
thla year he gave $75,000 for a public li¬ 
brary on the East Side. He has been a 
resident of Minneapolis since 1853.

Fines J. M. Tipton For 
Contempt. 


PRISONER MAKES CHARGES. 


HEIR OBJECTS TO SARAH E. 
HAMILTON’S WILL. 


APPEALS FROM PROBATE. 


J. M. Tipton wu presented In the 
Police Court yesterday on the charge 
of disorderly conduct and as a conse¬ 
quence was fined $3 and six hours In 
jail for contempt by Judge Buckley 
and was given a fine of $5 and required 
to give a bond of $300 for twelve 
months by Acting Judge Lawson on 
the charge docketed against him. The 
specific act alleged was annoying Del¬ 
la Clemmons and Ida Clemmons, two 
young girls. 

When the case was called, Judge 
Buckley told Tipton that he had re¬ 
ceived from him a letter In which he 
made outrageous charges both against 
him and Judge Barker. A similar let¬ 
ter was sent to the grand Jury, In 
which Tipton charged that his son, 
Richard Tipton, had been unjustly ac¬ 
cused of complicity in stealing some 
flour from Callahan & Son; that Wal¬ 
ter Horn and Will McCorkle were be¬ 
ing protected by the police at h)H son's 
expense. He strongly criticised both 
Judge Barker and Judge Buckley. 

Judge Buckley told Tipton he would 
not stand such conduct, whereupon 
Tipton said excitedly; 

"I can prove everything In that let¬ 
ter." 

Judge Buckley then fined him for 
contempt and ordered him sent to Jail 
for six hours. Judge Buckley refused 
to sit in the trial of the disorderly con¬ 
duct case and MaJ. Thomas W. Lawson 
presided with the result named. 

An examination of the records in the

Sam Tipton, housebreaking, one year 
In the penitentiary; James Tipton, ma¬ 
licious striking, six months in jail; Sam 
Tipton, assult and battery, filed away; 
Richard Tipton, grand larceny, filed 
away; Richard Tipton, housebreaking, 
not guilty; Sam Tipton, grand larceny, 
bench warrant; Richard Tipton, house¬ 
breaking. on the docket. 

Objects To Mrs. Hamilton’s Will. 

Walter Hamilton filed an appeal yes¬ 
terday from the probating of the will of 
his sister, Sarah Elizabeth Hamilton. 
The following bequests were made: 
Jennie Walker. New Orleans. $75; 
Broadway Methodist church. $50; the 
Rev. Dr. B. M Messlck and the Rev. 
J P. Strother. $50 each. The last be¬ 
quests were originally $35 and were 
conditioned on Dr. Messlck’s conduct¬ 
ing the funeral services and Mr. Stroth¬ 
er's going to the graveyard. Hamilton 
makes no objection to these bequests. 

The residue of the estate, which Is 
valued at $17,000, Is left to the Fidelity 
Trust and Safety Vault Company in 
trust for the testatrix’s brother. W. E. 
Hamilton, who is an Inmate of the 
Eastern Kentucky Asylum. The will 
has the following provision; 

"But f want Walker Hamilton to 
have the use of the principal In six or 
seven years.” 

Negro Refused Restraining Order. 

Ella N. Harriet, colored, recently en¬ 
tered suit for divorce from Will T. Gar¬ 
net on the alleged grounds of abandon¬ 
ment and nonsupport. Garnet tiled an 
hnswer In which he alleged that Ms 
wife on one occasion broke an umbrella 
over his head, threw a can of hot water 
over him and tried to assault him with 
a hatchet. He also stated that his wife’s 
conduct was such as to arouse his sus¬ 
picions ns to her fidelity and In sup¬ 
port of this filed a letter as an exhibit 

Yesterday Garnet entered a motion 
for a restraining order to prevent his 
wife from molesting him. He charged 
In his affidavit that she followed him 
on the streets, threatened him and had 
raised a row in his office. 

Judge Toney refused to grant the or¬ 
der, saying that the Chancellor had no 
authority to regulate the conduct of 
people. If a person's conduct Is a nuis¬ 
ance resort should be had to the Police 
Court.

FILTERED SEWAGE 


WILL FLOW FROM LAKELAND 
ASYLUM NOW. 


Plant Ha s Been Completed and Ac¬ 
cepted By Comm las ion era—No 
Danger Ftom Infection. 


The completed sewage filtration plant 
at Lakeland Asylum has been formally 
accepted by the Commissioners of the 
Institution and Is now In operation. 

While the plant Is an experiment there 
seems every reason to believe that It 
will put an end to the long-standing 
troubles caused by the defective sewage 
! of the asylum which has vitiated the 
waters of Goose creek, has been de- 
I clared the cause of widespread sickness 
and at one time brought about the in* 

I dlctment of the asylum commissioners, 
though the chnrges were proved ground¬ 
less. 

The plant is 1,000 yards from the main 
building. There are two filters to he 
used alternately. The refuse matter 
passes through sand, gravel and cinders, 
and the water leaving the Hirer flows 
clear and bright into Goose creek. The 
solid material left In the Alter is used 
for fertilizing purposes on the asylum 
farm. It Is possible that the addition 
of septic tanks to the filtration slant 
may be found necessary. The plant, as 
It now* stands, cost $7,000. which came 
from the asylum fund. It has been of¬ 
ficially Inspected by Mr. H. P. McDon¬ 
ald, the architect, and the Commission¬ 
ers of the asylum. 

Some week:- ago the report of Dr. 
Cashln. tin- bacteriologist appointed by 
the Council, showed that Louisville’s 
water supply was affected with sewage 
matter from Lakeland. The entire mat¬ 
ter of securing the filtration plant was 
Intrusted to a special committee con¬ 
sisting of Mr. R. W. Brown, Judge 
Thot*. R. Gordon, Dr. J. G. Furnish and 
Dr. T. P. Sattet white. The Investigation 
was conducted by the State Board of 
Health and the asylum commissioners. 
Dr. Casbln CO-operat;ng.
